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Send Lawyers, Guns & Money 


"Send lawyers, guns and money". That was my 
first-year Philosophy professor's favorite song. To 
him, it summed up all that is twisted about our society. 
To me, it sums up this issue: Our law enforcement 
community, our corporations and our governments 
using whatever means necessary — be it lawyers, guns 
or money — to maintain their grip on power and what 
we, the public, perceive as reality. 

Shell argues that it has the legal authority to ignore 
what is good for the planet and what the public thinks 
and pollute the North Atlantic. France throws around 
the tired and arrogant argument of a "sovereign na¬ 
tion" defending its "national security" as it recom¬ 
mences nuking the South Pacific. McDonald's spends 
millions on lawyers and experts in the British courts to 
suppress the facts 
about the company's 
products. 

Then there is the at¬ 
tempted murder of 
two activists in Cali¬ 
fornia and the im¬ 
pending murder of 
another by the State 
of Pennsylvania, all 
apparently to stop 
them from criticizing 
corporations and gov¬ 
ernments. 

Finally, we have 
the direct attempts by 
legislators and attor¬ 
neys of the State to 
suppress free speech 
and free expression in 
attacks at the local 
level in Bellingham, 

Washington and at the federal government level in 
Washington, DC. 

There is a catch, though, and it is high time we 
remind those in power of it. In order to get lawyers and 
guns, you need money. In order to get money, you need 
customers. We are your potential customers. If France 
really thinks it needs newer bigger bombs, let's make 
them go bankrupt making them. It worked on the 
Soviet Union, didn't it? Isolate France. Cut them off at 
their purse-strings. It's hard to build big bombs with¬ 
out big bucks. When France starts cutting back on 
social programs and highway funding to afford to 
build more bombs — when grapes vines across the 
country wither and die because there is no more market 
for French wines — then I suspect you will see a change 


of plans in Paris. 

Think it won't work? Well then just ask Royal/ 
Dutch Shell. Earlier this June they changed their minds 
very quickly about dumping a disused oil rig in the 
North Atlantic when a mere ten days of boycotting 
across Europe virtually shut them down. By the end of 
June they were pathetically apologizing to an angry 
Europe for their stupid and inconsiderate actions. Shell, 
which never bowed to international pressure to get out 
of Apartheid South Africa, used to be known by activ¬ 
ists as one of those "we don't care, we don't have to" 
companies. Not any more. Shell got a wake-up call! 

And even McDonald's, reeling under increasing 
pressure from bad press and boycotts around the globe, 
is bellying up to the negotiating table, hoping to get out 

of a public relations 
nightmare it should 
have never been so ar¬ 
rogant to get into in the 
first place. 

Don't you remember, 
as you were growing up, 
and throughout your 
life, often wanting to 
punch someone lights 
out—either figuratively 
or literally — as they 
arrogantly shoved their 
attitude, plan or way 
down your throat? 
Well, why not take out 
all that built up aggres¬ 
sion on the arrogant cor¬ 
porate and government 
interests who so cava¬ 
lierly trample all over 
your interests. Send 
Jacques Chirac and Ronald McDonald packing! We’re 
mad as hell, and we're not gonna take it anymore. 

Timber interests and the F.B.I. wanna shut up envi¬ 
ronmentalists, eh? Boycott Redwood! Pennsylvania 
wants to shut up African American males, eh? Boycott 
Pennsylvania! Fill the in-boxes of the U.S. Congress 
with all sorts of expressions of free speech! Enough is 
enough, good people. We can sit here and take it like 
wimps, or we can battle these yahoos and send the Shell 
Oil's of the world whimpering back to whatever rock 
they crawled out-from-under.

Dear BQ, 

This is an open letter I wrote to 
the Governor of Pennsylvania, re¬ 
garding his signing of Mumia Abu- 
Jamal's death warrant. 

Dear Governor Ridge, 

Whenever the government de¬ 
cides to murder (you call it "ex¬ 
ecute") a man who is both a print 
and broadcast journalist, a well 
known community activist, and a 
brilliant left-wing intellectual, I get 


cranky! I thought this kind of activ¬ 
ity was something that only occurs 
in a petty dictatorship, and not in a 
country like ours. I'll even venture 
to say that there is not a single per¬ 
son, in any democracy in the entire 
world, sitting on death row with the 
credentials of Mr. Mumia Abu- 
Jamal's. Since you signed [his] death 
warrant, I hold you, and every Penn¬ 
sylvanian who voted for you, per¬ 
sonally responsible for his 
impending doom. 

May I remind you, 
and your fellow citi¬ 
zens, that it is a 
crime for the state U 
of Pennsylvania 
to kill [Mumia] 
in order to si¬ 
lence a relent¬ 
less critic. Even 
the Supreme 
Court ruled 
years ago that 
an individual 
may be put to

At the very least, you should grant 
him... a new trial. I have a very 
strong feeling that if he is allowed to 
obtain a competent attorney, he will 
be found not guilty of first degree 
murder. Obviously, this is some¬ 
thing you are trying very hard to 
prevent, since you signed his death 
warrant so quickly after becoming 
governor. 

[Mumia] is not an abstraction to 
me. I've listened to his weekly radio 
commentaries on the news, which is 
broadcast over non-commercial ra¬ 
dio stations. He has the sharp mind 
of a college professor. He should be 
allowed to continue challenging us 
intellectually and emotionally about 


the ills of our society, instead of 
facing death for a crime he did not 
commit. 

I am not naive enough to believe 
that my one measly letter is going to 
change your mind, or that you'll 
even know of its existence. Espe¬ 
cially in light of the fact that you, 
and your predecessors, have re¬ 
ceived for years thousands, upon 
thousands, of letters from around 
the world on [Mumia's] be¬ 
half. Even Amnesty In¬ 
ternational has asked 
you not to murder 
him! At this point, I 
just want to share 
with you how I in¬ 
tend to relieve my 
grief — by boycott¬ 
ing your state! 

I had intended to 
visit Philadelphia, 
Lancaster, and 
Bucks county this 
summer [1995]. Not 
any more! I won't 
even step foot inside 
your state unless, by 
some miracle, 
[Mumia] is granted a new trial. In 
the event of his death, I will con¬ 
tinue to boycott Pennsylvania until 
you are voted out of office. My 
boycott will also include anything 
that is made in Pennsylvania or sold 
in the mall from a Pennsylvanian 
company. And believe me, I read 
labels! I'm sorry I have to resort to 
such drastic measures, but you've 
ignored all of our letters! What else 
can I do, except feel helpless? 

I'd love to see other people fol¬ 
low my example. However, even if 
I'm the only person in the country 
who boycotts Pennsylvania, at least 
my conscience is clear! Can the 
citizen's of Pennsylvania, who 
elected you governor, say the same?

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Community Supported Agriculture 


Linking Farms & Consumers 


from Nutrition Week 


As the gulf between American 
consumers and food producers 
grows ever wider, some farmers and 
private citizens have begun to bridge 
that gap. Through a relatively new 
concept called community sup¬ 
ported agriculture (CSA), farmers 
and consumers are rediscovering 
each other by participating in a pro¬ 
cess that yields benefits for both 
groups. Community supported ag¬ 
riculture begins with the proposi¬ 
tion that consumers take on the fi¬ 
nancial risk of farming. At the be¬ 
ginning of a growing season, fami¬ 
lies or individuals buy shares in a 
CSA project. Shares can run be¬ 
tween $125 and $500, though the 
higher end is more typi¬ 
cal. In return for this risk¬ 
taking, shareholders are 
entitled to the reward of 
the farmer's crop. The 
crop is typically grown 
without pesticides and is 
enjoyed by the share¬ 
holder the same day as it 
is harvested. 

CSA farming, its pro¬ 
ponents say, is a win-win 
situation. Farmers gain a 
financial strength that 
they do not have under 
traditional practices. 
Shareholders pay for the 
costs of farming, and the 
farmers are guaranteed a 
market. Farmers are re¬ 
leased from profitability 
concerns and are free to 
focus their time and en¬ 
ergy on producing a top- 
notch crop. Robyn Van 
En, co-founder of the first 
American CSA project, 
told Nutrition Week that 
traditionally successful 


farmers "think they died and went 
to Heaven" when they start com¬ 
munity farming. 

Consumers gain from the knowl¬ 
edge that their food has been grown 
free from chemicals, and is as fresh 
as if they had grown it in their own 
backyards. While CSA sharehold¬ 
ers bear the risk if the crops should 
fail, they enjoy the reward if the 
farm succeeds. Compare the mealy 
hot-house tomatoes now entering 
supermarkets with a sun-ripened 
fresh tomato, and the risk/benefit 
ratio of community farming begins 
to make sense. 

Moreover, community supported 
agriculture allows farmers and con¬ 
sumers to reunite. Van En noted 
that farmers are sensitive to the 
needs of consumers and "would like 


to interact with the people they're 
providing for." 

Consumers know they are sup¬ 
porting local farmers, rather than 
monolithic agribusinesses who are 
shipping week-old produce to su¬ 
permarkets. The consumer is re¬ 
turned to the natural rhythm of the 
farm, where fruits and vegetables 
are available at their due time. 

Rod Shouldice, of the Biodynamic 
Farming and Gardening Associa¬ 
tion, which operates a CSA farm in 
eastern Pennsylvania, praises the 
social dimension of community 
farming. This can be played out 
through harvest festivals and pic¬ 
nics, canning days, and nutrition 
education classes. At the Sycamore 
Cooperative Garden in central Penn¬ 
sylvania, for example, the farmers 
hold monthly work/play 
days. Members come to 
help with the garden in the 
morning, and then feast on 
a pot luck lunch, accompa¬ 
nied by discussion, sing¬ 
ing, or readings. 

While the up-front 
cost can be imposing, ulti¬ 
mately the cost is "not so 
far different from what you 
would pay anyway," 
Shouldice said at this 
summer's Society for Nu¬ 
trition Education (SNE) 
conference. Besides, said 
Shouldice, top-quality 
food is one item worth pay¬ 
ing for. To offset the cost, 
community farms offer 
half-shares, let members 
pay over a period of time, 
and let some members 
work off their payments. 
Some farms accept food 
stamps and donate shares 
to food banks. 

CSA farms are de¬ 
signed to fit the needs of 
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the communities that they serve. 
Shareholders participate in planning 
sessions, make crop requests, and 
can help with the farming itself. But 
Shouldice stressed that in most cases, 
farmers have "complete 100 percent 
control" in the day-to-day opera¬ 
tions of the farm. 

Linking the farmers and share¬ 
holders is a core group, made up of 
the farmers and some of the share¬ 
holders. This group watches over 
food distribution and money collec¬ 
tion, and handles everything from 
legal issues to the farm newsletter. 
While CSA farms offer a mosaic of 
differences, some facets of the farms 


are much the same. In the winter, 
the gardens are planned out. The 
core group makes up a budget based 
on how many families the land can 
ecologically support. Budgeting a 
CSA project is fairly straightfor¬ 
ward, said Shouldice. Costs include 
seeds, equipment, and money for 
the farmers. Shouldice's project has 
a budget of around $50,000. 

During the growing season, 
which varies in duration depending 
on the farm's climate, the farmers 
harvest crops and prepare them for 
distribution. Some farms, particu¬ 
larly those serving urban areas, de¬ 
liver crops to shareholders at drop¬ 
off sites on designated days. The 
Sycamore farm gives its members 
the option of either having the pro¬ 
duce delivered or coming to the farm 
to collect the week's crop. The share 
price drops from $350 to $300 for 
those making the journey out to the 
farm. As an additional enticement, 
the farm offers cut flowers to mem- 
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bers making the trip, as well as a 
chance to pick extra vegetables for 
canning. 

At the Biodynamic farm, mem¬ 
bers come to the farm on Tuesdays 
and Fridays to collect their shares. 
The week's crop is ready, having 
been harvested and cleaned the 
morning of pick-up days. A chalk¬ 
board directs members to the day's 
allotment (one head of lettuce, one 
bunch of carrots, etc.). Any food 
which is not collected is available 
for any member or is donated to 
soup kitchens and food banks. 

The produce available from CSA 
gardens is extensive. "If the weather 


and deer permit," the Sycamore gar¬ 
den offers everything from lettuce 
and carrots to rhubarb, Chinese veg¬ 
etables, and cilantro. Other CSA 
farms provide dairy products, eggs, 
and orchard fruits. While most com¬ 
munity farms offer food only dur¬ 
ing the summer. Van En's project 
supplies vegetables from the root 
cellar five months of the year. 

In the last decade, the number of 
community supported farms has 
grown from zero to between 300 
and 400 farms. Its proponents are 
hoping that now that the concept of 
CSA has been established, it will 
take off in the next ten years. "Our 
goal is 10,000 [farms] by 2000," said 
Van En. She predicts that CSA will 
have "a major impact on the face of 
agriculture. " 

Shouldice suggested that com¬ 
munity agriculture will occupy a 
niche, but never grow beyond that 
niche. "There's a huge challenge in 
the way we support farmers," said 
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Shouldice, predicting that "many 
other ways" of support will emerge. 

Shouldice said this week that 
community farming is presently 
moving between stages. The first 
hurdle was "being able to manage 
running costs," which most CSA 
projects have done successfully. The 
second stage is to look toward 
longer-term issues, like providing 
adequate standards of living for 
farmers. The Sycamore farm bud¬ 
gets $6,000 for the farmers annually. 
Sycamore's Dorothy Blair said at 
the SNE conference, that the farm is 
subsidized by her part-time work as 
a nutrition educator. 

Other long-term issues to be ad¬ 
dressed include, building up the 
farm's capital base (its buildings and 
equipment), and ensuring land se¬ 
curity. The latter is particularly an 
issue in rural areas. Many farmers 
are putting their land into trust, 
which lets farmers escape taxes and 
guards the land for future genera¬ 
tions. 

In order to reach the goal of 10,000 
farms by 2000, Van En notes that 
community agriculture must appeal 
to mainstream Americans. She 
laughed when she said that one of 
her goals for next year is to see an 
article on CSA in Ladies' Home Jour¬ 
nal. Since CSA offers same-day 
fresh, local organic produce, she 
speculated that consumers will be 
attracted to CSA. When that hap¬ 
pens, she said, "I predict that these 
farmers will be worth their weight 
in gold."

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Pom Ban Risks On-Line Censorship

It's an age-old battle: the right of 
individuals to say and do what they 
wish versus the right of the commu¬ 
nity to regulate what is acceptable 
and what is not. In this country, 
fortunately, the First Amendment 


has traditionally assured that free 
speech usually wins out. 

But a Bill introduced by Sen. J. 
James Exon (D-Nebraska) would 
force Americans to leave their First 
Amendment rights behind when 
they enter cyberspace. The stated 
aim of the legislation is to stop por¬ 
nography, but the result would be 
to grant the government broad li¬ 
cense to censor everything from on¬ 
line group discussions to private 
electronic mail. 

The bill (S-314) takes a seemingly 
innocuous approach: it would sim¬ 
ply amend the Communications Act 
of 1934 to replace the word "tele¬ 
phone" with "telecommunications 
equipment," so that provisions per¬ 
taining to obscene or harassing tele¬ 
phone calls would also apply to 
messages posted on electronic bul¬ 
letin boards, and in discussion 
groups. 

It would impose fines of up to 
$100,000 and prison sentences of up 
to two years on anyone who "makes. 


transmits, or otherwise makes avail¬ 
able any comment, request, sugges¬ 
tion, proposal, image, or other com¬ 
munication which is obscene, lewd, 
lascivious, filthy, or indecent." 

According to a press release from 
Exon's office, the bill would "stop 
pom on the info-superhighway." 

But the price would be astronomi¬ 


cal. While some Internet news 
groups and adult bulletin boards 
contain material many people find 
offensive, there also are discussions 
of religion, art, science, culture, 
medicine, politics and just about 
every other subject. Who is to deter¬ 
mine what is or is not obscene, espe¬ 
cially on networks that transcend 
local, state and national borders? I 


worry that some overzealous pros¬ 
ecutor, anywhere in the country, 
might use this law to go after a dis¬ 
cussion of reproductive rights, birth 
control, abortion, gay rights or any 
other intensely debated subject. 

An illustration showing the 
proper use of a condom could fall 
into the bill's definition of lewd¬ 
ness. 

And, while I applaud Sen. Exon's 
desire to prosecute those who delib¬ 
erately harass others, simply extend¬ 
ing the terms of the Communica¬ 
tions Act of 1934 to the on-line world 
of the 21st Century doesn't trans¬ 
late. There are major differences 
between making a harassing or ob¬ 
scene phone call and posting a photo 
on an adult bulletin board. People 
who receive unwanted obscene calls 
are victims. People who seek out 
sexually explicit material on bulle¬ 
tin boards are willing participants. 

Exon's office justifies the mea¬ 
sure as a means of protecting chil¬ 
dren, and I agree it's important to 
keep certain types of material out of 
the hands of juveniles. But parents 
have other ways to protect their chil¬ 
dren, including old-fashioned pa¬ 
rental involvement and supervision. 
I have strong feelings on this issue,

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which is why I wrote the booklet 
"Child Safety on the Information 
Highway," which you can order, 
for free, by calling the National Cen¬ 
ter for Missing and Exploited Chil¬ 
dren at (800) 843-5678. 

Taken to its logical extreme, the 
child protection argument could 
justify banning all sorts of adult- 
content books and magazines, most 
R- rated and X-rated movies and to 
an increasing number of TV and 
radio talk shows. To deny adults 
access to material that would be 
inappropriate for children is 
Draconian and extremely danger¬ 
ous. A more creative solution would 
be to work with the on-line services 
and Internet providers. Give par¬ 
ents the ability to block certain news 
groups, as some services already 
do. Ultimately, the solution lies 
within each family. I don't want the 
government telling me what I can 
read, or dictating what is or isn't 
appropriate for my children. 

The global nature of on-line com¬ 
munications makes this legislation 
particularly dangerous. The con¬ 
cept of community standards—cen¬ 
tral to the legal definition of obscen¬ 
ity — is impossible to define on a 
worldwide network. We've already 
seen a federal court in Memphis 
convict a bulletin board operator in 
the San Francisco Bay Area for trans¬ 
mitting material that may not have 
been considered obscene by San 
Francisco standards. 

I also worry that the United States 
would be creating a precedent that 
could be used against us by other 
governments. What is to stop a 
court of law in, say, Singapore or 
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Iran from pros¬ 
ecuting an Ameri¬ 
can citizen over 
the posting of ma¬ 
terial that, accord¬ 
ing to that 
country's customs 
or laws, may be 
considered ob¬ 
scene? Imagine 
stepping off a 
plane in a foreign 
country only to be 
arrested by local 
officials because 
your name ap¬ 
peared on a 
"wanted" list for 
something you 
once posted on an 
Internet discus¬ 
sion group. 

It could hap¬ 
pen. 

Finally, some 
people in the on-line industry fear 
that such a law could be applied to 
private e-mail between consenting 
adults, or, in the case of a posting on 
a public bulletin board, it could hold 
responsible both the person posting 
the material and the board's opera¬ 
tor. Exon's office says he does not 
intend it to apply to private e-mail 
between consenting adults, that its 
target is material on public bulletin 
boards, and in such a cas,e the pen¬ 
alties would be applied only to the 
originator of the message, not the 
on-line service carrying it. 

About the only happy news about 
this legislation is that it still has a 
long way to go to become law. It has 
been referred to the Senate Com¬ 


merce Committee, and Exon will 
probably try to attach it to a broad 
telecommunications reform bill, as 
he did last year. The future of the 
broader legislation is uncertain at 
best. 

Those of us who are concerned 
thus have time to let Exon and other 
legislators know how we feel, and 
hopefully assure that this danger¬ 
ous legislation is never enacted.

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Banned In Bellingham 

Censorship Alive and Well in the Northwest

On February 14, 1995, Kristina 
Hjelsand and Ira Stohl, manager and 
owner respectively of The News¬ 
stand International in Bellingham, 
Washington, were charged with 
promoting pornography. The 
Newsstand carries some 5,000 titles, 
from The Economist to Hustler, but 
the one for which they face impris¬ 
onment is ANSWER me!, published 
out of Portland, Oregon, by a magna 
cum laude Temple University jour¬ 
nalism graduate. The latest issue of 
ANSWER me!, almost completely 
devoted to rape, has instigated a 
free speech controversy in 
Bellingham and shown The News¬ 
stand the subjective hand of the law. 

Issue #4 of ANSWER me! heavy 
reliance on satire, combined with 
visually arresting graphics of 
bloody, mutilated women, means 
that the cursory viewer will find 
little of value and much to offend in 
the material. In Peter Sotos' piece 
"Quality Time", the narrator rapes 
and kills a small girl: "Stick your 
tongue out further, you brain-dead 
cunt. I'm going to fuck you so hard 
and so bad. My little sweet-heart- 
you're going to pray to die." Editor 
Jim Goad reported that one book¬ 
seller burned all five copies of Vol. 4 
upon receipt. 

ANSWER me! belongs in the 
murky area where battles are joined 
over what influence words hold. Jim 
Goad comes down on the side of 
individual responsibility: "I don't 
tend to buy the legal trend towards 
people blaming works of art or lit¬ 
erature or even some demagogue 
for their actions." Katy Casey of the 
Whatcom County Crisis Center be¬ 
lieves that while words may not 


cause violence, ANSWER me! does 
little to mitigate against it, and she is 
an advocate for community discus¬ 
sion of questionable material. Casey 
saw the magazine as an opportu¬ 
nity for some critical feedback. The 
case was picked up by a local pros¬ 
ecutor and has turned into a politi¬ 
cized legal battle for Stohl and 
Hjelsand, who are facing a maxi¬ 
mum of five years in prison or 
$10,000 in fines. 


Stohl and Hjelsand, who never 
guessed customer complaints 
would transform into the threat of 
imprisonment, have found that the 
onus is on the accused. "It's hard to 
not overstate it, but emotionally, this 
is like a witch trial. Sometimes we 
have to remind ourselves, hey, wait 
a minute, this is a magazine, this 
didn't exactly leap off the shelf and 
attack somebody, there isn't going 
to be the bloody glove," says Stohl. 

The Newsstand first received 
complaints about ANSWER me! #4 
in early January, when Western 
Washington University student 
Laura Bergstrom and friends com¬ 
plained directly to The Newsstand 
and also brought a copy to the 
Whatcom County Crisis Center. The 
Crisis Center, an advocacy organi¬ 


zation, called the Bellingham Police 
Department. 

When Hjelsand and Stohl were 
told by Detective Mark Green that 
an anonymous complaint had been 
filed and the prosecutor's office was 
investigating, they removed the 
magazine from the shelves. They 
placed several copies in a bag, 
wrapped with chains, on a small 
table along with a copy of the First 
Amendment. "We felt that we acted 


responsibly by taking it off sale, but 
we also chained it up and made an 
in-your-face display, which made 
them really angry," says Hjelsand. 

On February 7,1995, in the pres¬ 
ence of a policeman and Breean 
Beggs (who has since become the 
defendants' lawyer). County Pros¬ 
ecutor David McEachran told 
Hjelsand and Stohl that he would 
prosecute them for promoting por¬ 
nography, unless The Newsstand 
agreed to his demands. His de¬ 
mands? Stop selling ANSWER me!, 
never sell any other materials like it, 
and take down the First Amend¬ 
ment protest display. Stohl and 
Hjelsand refused and McEachran 
made good on his threat. 

Stohl and Hjelsand see The News¬ 
stand as an unbiased conduit for the 


The latest issue of ANSWER me!, 
almost completely devoted to rape, 
has instigated a free speech 
controversy in Bellingham and 
shown The Newsstand the subjective 
hand of the law. 
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written word and felt that to con¬ 
cede to the prosecutor would com¬ 
promise all booksellers in the re¬ 
gion. The prosecutor's vague de¬ 
mands were unacceptable to 
Hjelsand: "Maybe his standard for 
what is offensive is different from 
mine, and suddenly we're going to 
have to attempt to run the store 
through the filter of what we think 
the prosecutor supports." The ques¬ 
tion of whether "materials like" AN¬ 
SWER me! need a filter has two op¬ 
posing answers in the editor of the 
'zine and the director of the local 
crisis center. 

What are "materials 
like" ANSWERme!? Pub¬ 
lished, edited, and 
largely written by hus¬ 
band and wife team Jim 
and Debbie Goad, AN¬ 
SWER me! is a yearly 'zine 
with a vitriolic, antago¬ 
nistic, misanthropic tone. 

Starting with "FUCK 
YOU" (issue #1), Jim 
Goad aims his tight, 
clean, often heavily sa¬ 
tirical prose without bias 
at all targets. The first 
three issues, all sold out, 
mix a featured focus on 
serial killers and suicides 
with interviews and the 
Goad's well-penned 
takes on American daily 
life. The rape issue con¬ 
tains graphic articles 
from the point of view of 
child molesters, an inter¬ 
view with an ex-convict 
who was raped 45 times 
in his first 24 hours in jail, 
a comic by a woman who 
was raped and later used the event 
to fantasize, and a 42-page article by 
Jim Goad titled, "Rapeworld." 

One of his purposes with the rape 
theme. Goad says, was "to turn off 
all the hipsters who loved the first 
three issues, and to point out the 
hypocrisy in emulating and glorify¬ 
ing murder but thinking rape is just 
purely unmentionable." 

ANSWER me! #4 dances on the 
blurry line between cause and ef- 
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fect. Would someone read the'zine, 
miss the joke, and be inspired to 
rape someone? Goad says, "I don't 
have this medieval appreciation of 
words that the prosecutor and some 
of the people at the rape crisis center 
up there seem to have. I don't think 
they have as much power, this magic 
to corrupt people." 

Katie Casey is the director of the 
Whatcom County Crisis Center, the 
organization to which Goad refers. 
Concerned when she heard of the 
magazine from a client, she spent an 
hour speaking with Kristina 


Hjelsand about the possibility of 
placing the 'zine closer to the sales 
counter. Casey takes issue with the 
description of ANSWER me! as sat¬ 
ire: "If my English profs saw some¬ 
thing like this labeled satire they 
would turn over in their graves." 
She also differs with Goad on the 
effect of the written word. "One of 
my issues is that The Newsstand is 
in a place where adolescents, who 
seem to be struggling with where 
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they're going, hang out. It's easy for 
kids to get mixed up and confused 
about how to express anger and 
sexuality. To place the magazine in 
front of them is destructive." 

A firm advocate for dialogue, 
Casey believes a community has a 
responsibility to discuss the pres¬ 
ence of certain materials. For her, it 
would be enough if "people will 
just stop lining up on sides and read 
the material and begin a dialogue." 
Casey also says that the First Amend¬ 
ment debate is an easy way out of 
the more complex issue of whether 
the materials are harm¬ 
ful, "It's much easier to 
deal in black and white, 
but this is gray." 

Casey's self-con- 
fessedly idealistic 
model of problem-solv¬ 
ing is in conflict with 
Goad's laissez-faire, 
read-what-you-will phi¬ 
losophy, and even far¬ 
ther from the 
imbalanced, politicized 
legal battle The News¬ 
stand has fought as a 
result of a few customer 
complaints. 

The Newsstand's 
experience is not a con¬ 
vincing case for the le¬ 
gal system as an effec¬ 
tively objective forum. 
Hjelsand and Stohl have 
found the legal "dia¬ 
logue" is not one be¬ 
tween equals, and that 
they are on the weaker 
side, McEachran is an 
elected public prosecu¬ 
tor, whose financial 
backing for the case comes from 
county moneys — taxes. Stohl and 
Hjelsand, on the other hand, are 
relying on the kindness of Beggs 
and six other local lawyers who are 
donating their services, as well as 
the ACLU, which has been under¬ 
writing the case since March. Stohl 
colorfully explains that without this 
assistance, "you're just crushed like 
a bug." 

Though finances are part of the 
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difficulty. The Newsstand has had 
in avoiding trial, a larger part is the 
political form in which the debate is 
cast. "The prosecutor charges it in 
such a way that it's politics, and 
then judges don't want to adhere 
strictly to the law because it will 
offend the prosecutor. I think they're 
thinking that fingers will point at 
them somewhere in the next elec¬ 
tion, that they're soft on smut," Stohl 
offers. 

Fear of taking an electoral fall for 
the First Amendment may 
explain the success Prosecu¬ 
tor McEachran has had, de¬ 
spite what is generally held 
to be a weak case. 
McEachran's direct path to 
the felony of promotingpor- 
nography skips an expected 
step where the material it¬ 
self would be proven ob¬ 
scene in a court of law. As a 
result, any other business 
in Bellingham can currently 
sell ANSWER me! #4, and 
would still be able to do so 
if the prosecution were suc¬ 
cessful. 

Washington State's ob¬ 
scenity law is based, as are 
most obscenity laws, on a 
U.S. Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion from 1973, Miller ver¬ 
sus California. To be ob¬ 
scene and therefore unpro¬ 
tected by the First Amend¬ 
ment, material must (1) ap¬ 
peal to the prurient interest 
(incite lust) (2) contain pa¬ 
tently offensive depictions or de¬ 
scriptions of sexual or violent acts 
and (3) must lack social, political, 
literary, or artistic value. 

Miller versus California has not 
been applied with regularity and 
consistency. "I haven't felt that 
there's been one step in the judicial 
process where there's actually been 
any adherence to the law or evi¬ 
dence," says Stohl. The charging 
affidavit only addressed the one is¬ 
sue of offense. Given Jim Goad's 
undeniable skill as a writer, the case 
should fail at the artistic value test. 
Hjelsand comments, "(Me Eachran) 
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just did it totally stupidly. I'm still 
at a loss as to what he is trying to 
achieve, besides giving us our own 
particular brand of scarlet letter." 
McEachran has no comment on the 
case, and refers the inquisitive re¬ 
porter to court documents. Attempt¬ 
ing to avoid trial, the defense has 
brought three requests for dismissal. 
Failing twice, Beggs found some 
success in a third request to the State 
Supreme Court, and is now waiting 
for that body to look at the case. 


Beggs believes they will win, "I 
don't have any doubt about it. It's 
just a question of how far we have to 
go to prevail." They have to go far 
from Whatcom and Skagit counties, 
where the case is not developing in 
the theoretically simple black and 
white of First Amendment law. 

Snarled in court, the case will not 
be decided with dialogue. Original 
complainant Laura Bergstrom, dis¬ 
gusted with the development of the 
case into a "zoo", retracted her com¬ 
plaint in a statement to the Western 
Front, WWU's newspaper. Katy 
Casey has no stake in the legal con- 
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flict, saying, "I frankly don't give a 
damn." Though these instigating 
figures have dropped out, there has 
been a debate evolving in the letters 
section of The Bellingham Herald. 

Writer responses range: "When 
David McEachran has finished de¬ 
ciding what we can read, will he 
choose our friends? Goebbels would 
havebeenproud." "This is not about 
moral majority-type censorship. 
This is about violence against 
women and children and the money 
to be made by exploiting 
such violence." "I support 
Dave McEachran's deci¬ 
sion to file charges against 
The Newsstand Interna¬ 
tional. I voted for the pros¬ 
ecutor as my agent." 

A local organiza¬ 
tion has also sprung up, 
the Whatcom Right to 
Read Coalition. Engineer¬ 
ing educational events and 
fund-raisers with local 
bands such as the Posies, 
as well as gathering signa¬ 
tures of support, the Coa¬ 
lition was created when 
charges were pressed, but 
plans to remain a 
Bellingham fixture. 

"Currently the fo¬ 
cus has been primarily The 
Newsstand issue, [but] I 
think everyone feels there 
is a long-term need for this 
kind of organization in 
Bellingham," says Chuck 
Robinson, a spokesperson 
for the Coalition. The letters col¬ 
umn of The Herald and the efforts of 
the Right to Read Coalition point 
toward the possibility for commu¬ 
nity-based mediations of conflict. 
Unfortunately, few of the partici¬ 
pants have had access to ANSWER 
me! #4. It is chained up at The News¬ 
stand International.

Philadelphia Police Abuses Reveal 
Systemic Injustice

August 1995 will no doubt be 
remembered as a month rocked by 
police corruption scandals. As tales 
of Mark Furman's racist exploits 
shocked the nation, a long-brewing 
scandal of police corruption and 
brutality erupted in Philadelphia. 

Six police officers from 
Philadelphia's 39th District have 
pled guilty to lying in order to ob¬ 
tain search warrants, framing de¬ 
fendants, stealing money, assault 
and other civil rights violations. 
Scores more of the Philadelphia po¬ 
lice are expected to face criminal 
charges. Revelations of corruption 
have thus far led to 42 criminal con¬ 
victions being overturned. Mean¬ 
while, federal investigators have ex¬ 
panded their probe, subpoenaing 
over 100,000 arrest records over the 
last decade from six of Philadelphia's 
police districts and its elite High¬ 
way Patrol. Still unfolding is a 
shameful saga of police running 
roughshod over primarily poor, 
black Philadelphians. 

Crack In the Wall 

The 1991 case credited with crack¬ 
ing Philadelphia's protective wall 
of police silence involved two of the 
39th District officers who have been 
indicted — Officer John Baird and 
his partner, Thomas Ryan. Among 
other abuses, Baird has admitted to 
putting a gun to the head of black 
Temple University student Arthur 
Colbert in an attempt to coerce a 


confession. Colbert's case was the 
23rd misconduct allegation to be 
filed against the 20-year veteran. 
Had public outrage over the video¬ 
taped beating of Rodney King not 
forced the U.S. Justice Department 
to review allegations of police bru¬ 
tality, Colbert's complaint would 
have been dismissed along with the 
previous 22 — with the officer's 
word being taken over that of a black 
man. 

But the Justice Department order 
came down the day that the local 


Internal Affairs Division began 
checking out Colbert's complaint, 
prompting a closer look than usual. 
When it became clear that facts sup¬ 
ported Colbert's story, an officer in¬ 
volved in the coverup changed his 
story. Baird, Ryan and their super¬ 
visor, Sergeant Thomas DeGovanni, 
were suspended in April 1991. Two 
years later, DeGovanni was back on 
the job and had received $19,000 in 
back pay. It looked like Baird could 
get his job back also. 

However, the F.B.I. was watch¬ 


ing and waiting for the Philadel¬ 
phia police to get caught in their 
own web of lies. They did. Ryan, 
the only witness to Baird's assault 
on Colbert, confessed first. He 
alerted the F.B.I. that Baird was pay¬ 
ing Pamela Jenkins — a prostitute 
who originally claimed to have iden¬ 
tified Colbert as a drug dealer — to 
lie for him at his arbitration hearing. 
When Jenkins' testimony went 
badly, Baird paid her not to show 
up at a subsequent hearing. But the 
F.B.I. tracked her down, and on 


November 3, 1994, she testified 
against Baird, admitting that he and 
Ryan had frequently paid her to 
perjure herself to secure criminal 
convictions. 

Finally caught by the F.B.I., Baird 
used the only advantage he had to 
avoid a long sentence: he cooper¬ 
ated with the government, provid¬ 
ing information that widened the 
now joint federal and city investiga¬ 
tion. 

Not Just a "Few Rogue Cops" 


Among other abuses , Baird has 
admitted to putting a gun to the head 
of black Temple University student 
Arthur Colbert in an attempt to 
coerce a confession . 
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Corruption in the Philadelphia 
police department is certainly noth¬ 
ing new. Police have brutalized the 
community with impunity for years. 
According to Temple University 
Criminology Professor James Fyfe, 
only two out of 575 allegations of 
police abuse made over the last five 
years have resulted in disciplinary 
action. 

Mayor Ed Rendell insists the cor¬ 
ruption is limited to a small number 
of individuals, while repeated head¬ 
lines in the Philadelphia Inquirer frame 
the scandal as being about a few 
"Rogue Cops." 

Speaking for many 
Philadelphians, the 
late State Represen¬ 
tative David 
Richardson con¬ 
cluded: "If anybody 
believes that there is 
not a conspiracy 
within the police de¬ 
partment, they are 
crazy. This happens 
every single day." 

Indeed, the sheer 
number of convic¬ 
tions tainted by the 
current scandal 
points to a systemic 
problem. "This [cur¬ 
rent] wave of corrup¬ 
tion is appearing to 
dwarf the last one," wrote Peter F. 
Vaira in the Philadelphia Inquirer on 
August 27. A former U.S. Attorney, 
Vaira had prosecuted corrupt po¬ 
lice in 1981. 

D.A/s Complicity 

No player in Philadelphia's legal 
system has rubber stamped police 
corruption like the office of District 
Attorney Lynne Abraham. Greedy 
for convictions, her office has been 
quick to prosecute criminal cases 
without questioning the testimony 
of the police and police witnesses. 

After Pamela Jenkins' 1988 testi¬ 
mony resulted in Raymond Carter 
being convicted of murder — testi¬ 
mony for which Baird and Ryan 
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paid her $500 — the prosecuting 
Assistant District Attorney, Edward 
Cameron, publicly praised her as 
the "only person willing to come 
into court and say what happened." 
Such conduct represents a broader 
pattern. Former Assistant D. A. and 
Homicide Chief Barbara Christie 
frequently had her convictions re¬ 
versed for withholding evidence 
that demonstrated the defendant's 
innocence. 

Abraham recently promised to 
see overturned any convictions in¬ 
volving indicted officers, "even if 
it's a one percent taint,' But at the 


same time, the D.A.'s office success¬ 
fully petitioned the Federal District 
Court to stay all civil actions related 
to current police corruption cases. 

"The Deadliest D.A 

The New York Times Magazine has 
described Abraham as "the deadli¬ 
est D.A." No other prosecutor seeks 
the death penalty more often. 
Abraham's unusual policy is to pur¬ 
sue the death penalty as often as 
Pennsylvania's broadly drawn stat¬ 
ute allows—translating into 85% of 
all murder indictments. 

While the juries in most of these 
cases ultimately do not consider a 
death sentence, pursuit of it serves 
as a powerful prosecutorial weapon. 
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As former Philadelphia prosecutor 
Mike McGovern explains, "You can 
hold the defendant... without bail, 
and it gives you leverage in negoti¬ 
ating guilty pleas." Prosecutors in 
capital cases get an extra 13 oppor¬ 
tunities to strike jurors without 
cause. In Philadelphia, such strikes 
are routinely used by prosecutors to 
exclude black jurors. Further, threat¬ 
ening a death sentence insures that 
the jury will be "death qualified," 
meaning that every potential juror 
who opposes the death penalty is 
excluded. A death qualified jury is 
widely understood to be more likely 
to return a 
guilty ver¬ 
dict. 

With 196 
people now 
on death 
row, Phila- 
d e 1 p h i a 
ranks third 
behind Los 
Angeles 
County and 
Houston's 
Harris 
County, ju¬ 
risdictions 
with much 
larger popu¬ 
lations and 
higher mur¬ 
der rates. 
More than half of all capital convic¬ 
tions in the state originated in Phila¬ 
delphia. 

Abraham is not concerned that 
the death penalty costs more than 
life in prison without parole. "Please 
don't tell me about costs when talk¬ 
ing about the rights of victims," she 
said recently, revealing her thirst 
for vengeance. "Whatever it costs is 
worth it." 

Up South Philadelphia 

Philadelphia spends an estimated 
$3 million to prosecute and litigate a 
single capital case. Meanwhile, the 
vast majority of capital defendants 
in Philadelphia are indigent. 
Court-appointed attorneys get paid

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an average of $3,500 for 
each case. $300 is allocated 
for investigation while ad¬ 
ditional funds for experts 
are seldom forthcoming. In 
stark contrast, Columbus, 
OH, spends up to $40,000 
for similar cases; Los Ange¬ 
les allocates up to $60,000. 

Not surprisingly, 
few lawyers are willing to 
represent capital defendants 
in Philadelphia. Only after 
the attorney pool dropped 
below 50 did the court con¬ 
tract the Defender's Asso¬ 
ciation to handle 20% of all 
murder cases. Since the 
agency came on board in 
April 1993, not one of their 
clients has received a death sen¬ 
tence. But, with the D.A. 
pursuing death sentences in 
85% of all murder cases, the 
majority of indigent defen¬ 
dants continue to rely on 
court-appointed attorneys, 
too often assigned because 
of who they know, not what 
they know about defending 
the capitally-charged. 

The unusual struc¬ 
ture of Philadelphia's courts 
also fuels convictions and 
death sentences. Since the 
mid-1970s, the Court has 
had a subgroup of judges 
assigned only to homicide 
cases. In virtually every 
other jurisdiction, judges 
hear a random mix of cases 
because, as Duquesne Uni¬ 
versity legal scholar Bruce 
Ledewitz concludes, "It's 
too easy to become... a rub¬ 
ber stamp for the prosecu¬ 
tion." 

The DA's office has 
effectively lobbied the 
assignment judge to direct 
the grisliest and most 
controversial of cases to 
judges most sympathetic to 
their side. And the friend¬ 
liest courtroom was no 
doubt that of former 
Philadelphia County 
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Undersheriff, Judge Albert 
Sabo. Sabo has sentenced more 
than twice as many people to 
death (32 total) than any other 
judge in the U.S.—all but two 
of whom are people of color. 

The Framing of Mumia Abu- 
Jamal 

Such is the backdrop for 
Judge Sabo's denial of the ap¬ 
peal of celebrated death row 
journalist Mumia Abu-Jamal. 
In 1982, Mumia was convicted 
of the shooting death of Phila¬ 
delphia police officer Daniel 
Faulkner and sentenced to 
death. 

In rejecting Mumia's ap¬ 
peal, Sabo dismissed substan¬ 
tiated claims of police and 
prosecutorial misconduct, in¬ 
cluding the police intimidation 
and silencing of witnesses 
whose testimony would have 
exonerated Mumia and the co¬ 
ercion of other witnesses to 
finger Mumia as the killer. 

The prosecution's primary 
witness, Cynthia White, had 
38 previous arrests for prosti¬ 
tution and three open cases 
awaiting trial when she testi¬ 
fied at Mumia's trial. She had 
given five conflicting state¬ 
ments to the police prior to the 
trial and no other witness could 
place her at the scene. Her 
testimony at the trial—which 
described Mumia as deliber¬ 
ately shooting the officer — 
matched her third statement, 
made immediately after being 
arrested on another charge. 

White's credibility was 
completely destroyed by de¬ 
fense witness Veronica Jones, 
who also worked as a prosti¬ 
tute. Mirroring recent revela¬ 
tions about the Philadelphia 
police, Jones said under oath 
that 6th District officers offered 
her and White immunity from 
arrest in exchange for perjured 
testimony that would impli¬ 
cate Mumia. Unbelievably, 
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Sabo ordered Jones' testimony to be 
stricken from the record. 

Further, the appeal raises new 
evidence that the police protected 
White as she worked the streets, 
demonstrating, as lead attorney 
Leonard Weinglass put it, "an un¬ 
holy relationship between the 6th 
District, where this crime occurred, 
and the street prostitutes." 

Jones was one of four witnesses 
who, on the night of the shooting, 
told the police that she saw some¬ 
one flee the scene. (Mumia was shot 
and unable to flee.) The police not 
only failed to investigate these leads 
but actually coerced witnesses to 
retract their testimony. Dessie 
Hightower, at the hearing before 
Judge Sabo this summer, testified 
that the police destroyed a poly¬ 
graph test which he passed, and in 
which he attested to Mumia's inno¬ 
cence. 

The initial statement of Robert 
Chobert, the prosecution's other key 
witness, also described someone 
fleeing the scene. On probation for 
an arson conviction, police pressure 
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likely explains why he changed his 
story on the stand, implicating 
Mumia. Testifying at the recent 
hearing, Chobert admitted that, in 
exchange for his testimony, there 
was talk about the police helping 
him get his chauffeur's license back. 


which had been revoked because of 
drunk driving convictions. 

William Singletary testified at the 
same hearing that, on the night of 
the shooting, the police ripped up 
three statements he had written — 
each describing 
someone other than 
Mumia shooting the 
officer and fleeing. 
Finally, under police 
threats against his 
person and his busi¬ 
ness, he signed an¬ 
other statement 
where he claimed to 
have seen nothing. 
Afterward, the police 
repeatedly harassed 
his tow truck drivers 
and the windows at 
his gas station were 
repeatedly broken. 
By February 1982, 
just two months af¬ 
ter the shooting, he 
was forced to close 
his business. He fled 
the city by summer 
1982. Only after 
international atten¬ 
tion focused a media 
spotlight on 

Mumia's case, did 
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Singletary feel it was safe to come 
forward. 

Joseph McGill, the prosecutor in 
Mumia's case, has been criticized 
by the appellate court for know¬ 
ingly prosecuting and convicting an 
innocent man. In Mumia's case. 


defense attorney Dan Williams 
notes, "McGill used evidence of a 
confession that any rational person 
would know smacks of bad faith." 

Officer Gary Wakshul's written 
report from the night of the shoot¬ 
ing specifically said that Mumia 
made no comment. At the time of 
the trial he was 'on vacation' and 
thus unable to testify, yet Judge Sabo 
refused to postpone the proceed¬ 
ings until his return. Finally taking 
the stand at this summer's hearing, 
the officer claimed that mental stress 
caused by the death of a fellow of¬ 
ficer made him forget about the al¬ 
leged confession for 64 days. Sup¬ 
posedly, he only remembered after 
Mumia filed a formal police bru¬ 
tality complaint, and after prosecu¬ 
tor McGill asked at a police meeting 
(called to develop strategy to an¬ 
swer Mumia's charges) if Mumia 
might have confessed. While reject¬ 
ing all of Mumia's claims of police 
impropriety, Sabo accepted 
Wakshul's explanation without 
question. 

Other testimony at the summer 
hearing revealed that the prosecu¬ 
tion knowingly withheld important 
details of their investigation from 



In rejecting Mumia's appeal , Sabo dismissed 
substantiated claims of police and 
prosecutorial misconduct, including the 
police intimidation and silencing of 
witnesses whose testimony would have 
exonerated Mumia and the coercion of other 
witnesses to finger Mumia as the killer.

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WHO BOMBED JUDI BARI? 

FBI Repression of the Ecology Movement 


from the Redwood Summer 
Justice Project 

On May 24, 1990, a bomb ex¬ 
ploded under environmental/labor 
activist Judi Bari's car seat as she 
drove through Oakland, California 
with fellow activist Darryl Chemey. 
Judi and Darryl were the two most 
prominent organizers for Earth First! 
Redwood Summer, a campaign of 
non-violent logging protests. 

For several years before the 
bombing, Earth First! had spear¬ 
headed a growing movement of 
public protest against the big timber 
corporations' strip-logging opera¬ 
tions in the redwood region of 
NorthemCalifomia. Judi in particu¬ 
lar was instrumental in building a 
coalition of loggers and environ¬ 
mentalists opposed to cut-and-run 
logging, and in broadening the scope 
and appeal of the movement. Dur¬ 
ing the month before the bombing, 
Judi had received a series of written 
death threats relating to her timber 
organizing, the worst featuring a 
photo of her with a rifle scope and 
cross-hairs superimposed on her 
face. Shortly afterwards, the bomb 
exploded in her car. 

The bomb nearly killed Judi, and 
has left her crippled for life. Darryl 
escaped with minor injuries. But 
the terror of this event did not end 
there. Within minutes of the blast, 
the FBI appeared on the scene and, 
in defiance of all the evidence, had 
Judi and Darryl arrested for posses¬ 
sion of explosives, claiming it was 
their bomb and they were know¬ 
ingly carrying it. 

These incredible charges were 
then trumpeted in the national press, 
with the FBI and Oakland Police 
falsely portraying Judi and Darryl 


as violent terrorists and declaring 
them guilty of transporting the bomb 
that had been used to try to kill 
them. Finally, after eight weeks of 
public accusations, the charges were 
dropped because there was no evi¬ 
dence. But to this day the FBI and 
police have conducted no serious

investigation of the bombing, and 
the bomber remains at large. 

False Arrest 

Judi and Darryl have filed a law¬ 
suit against the FBI and Oakland 
Police, charging them with false ar¬ 
rest and civil rights violations. The 
lawsuit claims that the FBI and po¬ 
lice knew perfectly well that Judi 
and Darryl were innocent, and that 
they were in fact victims of a brutal 
assassination attempt. Their false 
arrest, the lawsuit charges, was part 
of an FBI-driven conspiracy to dis¬ 
credit Earth First! and to neutralize 
Judi and Darryl as organizers. 

This lawsuit has survived three 
FBI attempts to have it thrown out 
of court, and is now in the "discov¬ 


ery" phase, headed for a first hear¬ 
ing in spring 1996. The judges have 
upheld Judi and Darryl's right to 
proceed with all these charges, in¬ 
cluding those about the FBI's un¬ 
derlying motive to discredit Earth 
First!, based on the strength of the 
evidence collected so far. 

The most striking pieces of this 
evidence are the police's own pho¬ 
tos of the bombed-out car. These 
photos show that the FBI and police 
knowingly lied when they arrested 
Judi and Darryl for the bombing. 
The arrest was based on the FBI's 
claim that the bomb was located on 
the back seat floorboard in plain 
view, and therefore Judi and Darryl 
knew they were carrying it. But the 
photos clearly show that the bomb 
was actually hidden under the 
driver's seat, and that this was obvi¬ 
ous from the physical damage to the 
car. 

A second cause of arrest, listed in 
the warrant, was the FBI's claim 
that nails taped to the bomb for 
shrapnel effect were "identical" to 
nails found in a bag in the back of 
Judi's car. Through the discovery 
process of the lawsuit, Judi and 
Darryl have been able to look at the 
actual nails and bomb fragments, 
and at the FBI lab reports. They 
have learned that the nails in the 
bomb were finishing nails, and the 
nails in the car were roofing nails. 
These types of nails are so different 
in appearance that no honest ob¬ 
server could have mistaken them as 
being "identical". 

Another piece of information, 
learned through the discovery pro¬ 
cess of the lawsuit, is the exact make¬ 
up of the bomb. The evidence shows 
that, not only was the bomb com¬ 
pletely and unambiguously hidden 
under Judi's car seat, but also that it 
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was triggered by a motion device 
consisting of a large ball bearing 
that had to roll to connect two con¬ 
tact points. In other words, it was a 
booby trap bomb, set to explode 
when the car was driven. 

Certainly this conclusion discred¬ 
its the FBI's story that Judi and 
Darryl were knowingly transport¬ 
ing this bomb to use in some kind of 
ecotage action. But even though the 
FBI and police retrieved the motion 
device within hours of the bomb¬ 
ing, they never told the press about 
it, and they disregarded it when 
they arrested Judi and Darryl for 
transporting the bomb. 

Bogus Investigation 

Judi and Darryl's arrest was based 
on such blatant falsehoods that it is 
clear this was a deliberate fram-up, 
and not just an error of judgement. 
The FBI's ill intentions in this case 
are also made clear by their refusal 
to conduct a legitimate search for 
the bomber, even after the District 
Attorney declined to press charges 
against Judi and Darryl. The 6,000 
pages of FBI files released in the 
lawsuit reveal that, rather than in¬ 
vestigate the bombing, the FBI used 
this case as an excuse to conduct a 
far-reaching campaign of political 
intelligence gathering on environ¬ 
mentalists, both locally and nation¬ 
ally. 

Locally, this surveillance in¬ 
cluded the FBI searching the letters- 
to-the-editor files of ten Northern 
California newspapers and confis¬ 
cating letters from environmental¬ 
ists. The FBI also interviewed small 
town police from the timber region, 
management personnel from the 
timber companies, and Wise Use 
Movement anti-environmental ac¬ 
tivists, asking them to submit names 
and other information about any 
and all environmentalists. Sworn 
testimony from the local police in¬ 
dicates that the FBI then falsified the 
information supplied to them and 
used it to create a phony record that 
implicated the environmentalists in 
violent or suspicious activities. 
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Nationally, the FBI obtained the 
telephone records of a core group of 
Earth First! activists and compiled a 
list of 634 out-of-town phone calls 
they had made. The FBI then inves¬ 
tigated each of these numbers, com¬ 
piling information including names, 
addresses, physical descriptions, 
place of employment, criminal 
records and political associates, of 
people whose only "crime" was re¬ 
ceiving a phone call from an Earth 
Firstler. 

Meanwhile, the FBI failed to fol¬ 
low up on significant leads that 
seemed to implicate timber inter¬ 
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FBI Bomb School 

The FBI's misconduct in the false 
arrest and bogus investigation are 
shocking enough in themselves. Yet, 
even more serious questions about 
the FBI's conduct have been raised 
by revelations of an FBI "bomb 
school" held shortly before the at¬ 
tempt on Judi's life. 

According to the sworn testimony 
of Oakland Police and FBI agents, 
and confirmed by documents in the 
FBI files, the FBI held a Bomb 
Investigator's Training Course in

ests and the police in the campaign 
of harassment and intimidation that 
surrounded the bombing. This in¬ 
cludes the written threats that Judi 
received right before she was 
bombed. Although the originals of 
these threats were turned over to 
the FBI, the FBI never analyzed or 
investigated them in any way. One 
threat is apparently typed on the 
same typewriter, and addressed in 
a matching style, as a letter from a 
police informant. That letter—sent 
to local police the year before the 
bombing — provided them with 
false, inflammatory information 
about Judi. These matching docu¬ 
ments were publicly turned over to 
the FBI. But the FBI refuses to even 
acknowledge receipt of them, and 
to this day they refuse to analyze 
them. 


Eureka, California, in the heart of 
the redwood region, just four weeks 
before the bomb exploded in Judi's 
car. During this week-long course, 
open to law enforcement only, the 
FBI blew up cars with pipe bombs 
and practiced responding. 

The teacher at the bomb school 
was Special Agent Frank Doyle, the 
very same FBI bomb expert who 
showed up at the scene when Judi 
was bombed in Oakland and super¬ 
vised the collection of evidence. It is 
Frank Doyle who is quoted in the 
warrant falsely stating that the bomb 
was in the back seat and that the 
nails in the bomb matched the nails 
in the car. The students and partici¬ 
pants at bomb school included at 
least four of the responding officers 
and agents who worked under 
Doyle collecting evidence at the 
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Oakland bomb scene. 

According to police and FBI testi¬ 
mony, the students at bomb school 
were told that car bombs are rarely 
placed inside the passenger com¬ 
partment of the victim's 
car, because of the sup¬ 
posed difficulty of break¬ 
ing into a locked car. In¬ 
stead, they were told, 
bombs are placed under the 
car or in the engine com¬ 
partment. Yet two of the 
three cars exploded in the 
practice exercise had the 
bombs placed inside the 
passenger compartment. 

In other words, the FBI cre¬ 
ated essentially the same 
crime scene that was about 
to happen one month later 
when Judi and Darryl were 
bombed in Oakland, and 
rehearsed their response to 
it. Further, this crime scene 
was presented as not being 
typical of a car bombing, but rather 
of someone transporting a bomb. 

The FBI, of course, claims that 
this was all a huge coincidence. But 
at the very least, the FBI's bomb 
school prejudiced the response of 
the investigators at the 
scene when Judi and 
Darryl were bombed. The 
bomb school also set up a 
line of authority that 
caused the officers to go 
along with their instruc¬ 
tor, FBI bomb expert 
Frank Doyle's false state¬ 
ments about bomb loca¬ 
tion and matching nails, 
even when these state¬ 
ments were contradicted 
by their own eyes. And 
finally, the bomb school 
raises the question of pos¬ 
sible FBI prior knowledge 
of the bombing of Judi 
Bari. These implications 
are chilling, and certainly demand 
further investigation. 

Richard Held and COINTELPRO 

The massive FBI abuses shown in 
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this case belie the agency's claim of 
reform. The use of false charges to 
frame and discredit activists, as well 
as the tolerance of violence against 
them, recall the darkest days of J. 


Edgar Hoover's infamous 
COINTELPRO program of FBI re¬ 
pression against political activists 
in the 1960s and 1970s. 

The FBI official who supervised 
the Judi Bari bombing case was Ri¬ 


chard W. Held, Special Agent In 
Charge of the San Francisco FBI of¬ 
fice. Held became notorious during 
the 1970s for his role in 
COINTELPRO, an FBI program to, 
in the words of J. Edgar Hoover, 
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"expose, disrupt, misdirect, dis¬ 
credit and otherwise neutralize" 
activists and groups advocating so¬ 
cial change in the U.S. The tech¬ 
niques of COINTELPRO included 
the use of disinformation 
campaigns, surveillance, 
threats and violence in 
order to isolate political 
groups, terrorize and 
destabilize them, and 
frame or assassinate their 
leaders. 

Richard Held's as¬ 
sociation with 

COINTELPRO goesback 
25 years. In the late 1960s 
and early 1970s he was in 
charge of the 
COINTELPRO operation 
against the Black Panther 
Party in Los Angeles, 
where he produced fake 
documents to discredit 
activists and foment in¬ 
fighting. Two of the best 
known victims of COINTELPRO are 
Black Panther leader Geronimo 
jijaga (Pratt), and American Indian 
Movement leader Leonard Peltier. 
Both are internationally recognized 
political prisoners, framed and still 
in jail for crimes that the 
evidence shows they 
could not have commit¬ 
ted. Richard Held was di¬ 
rectly involved in both of 
their cases. 

COINTELPRO 
was officially disbanded 
in 1975 after a Congres¬ 
sional investigation ex¬ 
posed its massive abuses 
of democratic rights. Yet, 
in this case, once again in 
the 1990s the techniques 
of COINTELPRO appear 
to have been used. 

Broader Implications 

In light of the recent well-publi¬ 
cized FBI abuses at Ruby Ridge and 
Waco, it is becoming apparent that 
this is an agency out of control. Yet

McOOPS! McDonald's Suits Itself In The Foot 

The continuing saga of McCensorship and the "McLibel Two" 


by Todd Putnam 


The giant McDonald's fast food 
restaurant chain filed a civil lawsuit 
in March, 1990 against two London 
Greenpeace activists. Wide-rang¬ 
ing accusations, put forth in an anti- 
McDonald's leaflet distributed by 
London Greenpeace, a small envi¬ 
ronmental collective begun in the 
early 1970s (which pre-dates and is 
not related to Greenpeace Interna¬ 
tional), were unfounded and 
defamatory, the company charged. 
The two activists said they had no 
illusions of a legal victory in a sys¬ 
tem skewed in favor of large 
corporate interests, but they 
said they would try to use 
the case to help expose 
McDonald's practices and 
to gain attention for the en¬ 
vironmental and moral is¬ 
sues at the root of the trial. 

After four years of pre¬ 
trial hearings, disputes, and 
preparations, the "McLibel" 
trial actually began on June 
28, 1994. Initially, it had 
been estimated that the case 
would end in March 1995... 
then later, by December 
1995. Now, more than nine¬ 
teen months later, it is ex¬ 
pected to continue into 
Spring 1996. It is already 
the longest libel trial in Brit¬ 
ish history, and in Decem¬ 
ber, it will become the long¬ 
est civil case ever. A total of some 
180 witnesses, from the United King¬ 
dom and around the world, will 
give evidence in court about the 
effects — of the company's adver¬ 
tising and the impact of its practices 
and products — on the environ¬ 


ment, millions of farmed animals, 
human health, the Third World, and 
McDonald's workers. The witnesses 
include environmental and nutri¬ 
tional experts, trade unionists, 
McDonald's employees, customers 
and top executives. It is a meticu¬ 
lous, controversial case and a highly 
embarrassing experience for 
McDonald's. 

Not only have the defendants 
been able to use the lawsuit to draw 
attention to their cause, but it now 
appears that the lawsuit may blow 
up in McDonald's face. A CBS 
Evening News broadcast on July 22, 
1994, characterized the case, not by 


saying that the defendants were on 
trial, but that McDonald's itself was 
on trial. The lawsuit, designed to 
silence two activists from London 
Greenpeace, and to have a chilling 
effect on criticisms from other 
groups, is having the opposite ef¬ 


fect. Criticism and opposition is 
only getting hotter. 

Worldwide Publicity 

Open to members of the press 
and public, the trial has been widely 
covered in the British press and has 
attracted over 200 articles in the in¬ 
ternational press, as well as interna¬ 
tional TV and radio coverage. The 
court case has received national 
media attention in Australia, Aus¬ 
tria, Belgium, Canada, France, Ger¬ 
many, Ireland, Israel, Italy, Japan, 
Netherlands, New Zealand, Russia, 
South Africa, Spain, Switzerland, 
Thailand, Trinidad, the 
U.S. and elsewhere. 

An Australian TV 
documentary on the 
case, syndicated to 
some 60 other coun¬ 
tries, featured a confi¬ 
dential internal memo. 
Leaked to the 
documentary's cre¬ 
ators, the McDonald's 
Australia memo re¬ 
vealed the 

corporation's great con¬ 
cern over media cover¬ 
age of the trial. Said the 
memo: "Contain it as a 
UK issue... We could 
worsen the controversy 
by adding our opin¬ 
ion... We want to keep 
it at arms length — not 
become guilty by asso¬ 
ciation... This will not be a positive 
story for McDonald's Australia... 
minimize any further negative pub¬ 
licity." 

As public interest in the case 
spreads around the world, support 
groups have formed in Australia, 
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Italy, New Zealand, Spain and the 
US, with regular anti-McDonald's 
protests in 20 other countries. A 
wide range of organizations — 
green, civil libertarian, trade union¬ 
ist, socialist, anarchist, animal rights, 
etc. — have agreed to back the cam¬ 
paign. Over a million of the London 
Greenpeace leaflets have been 
handed out in the UK since the writs 
were served. 

The plan for a public vindication 
is turning into a public humiliation 
for hamburger giant McDonald's. 
The situation is reminiscent of the 
Nestle boycott in the late 1970s. After 
Nestle took the tiny boycott organi¬ 
zation INFACT to court, media spot¬ 
lights — suddenly illuminating the 
previously ignored controversy of 
infant formula marketing practices 
— ultimately created so much 
grassroots support for the boycott 
that the company was forced to go 
to the bargaining table. The Nestle 
debacle became a textbook example 
for corporate public relations per¬ 
sonnel of how not to deal with a 
boycott. McDonald's apparently 
forgot the lesson. 

McDonald's first began its cam¬ 
paign against the two in 1989, when 
the company hired four spies to in¬ 
filtrate and gather information on 
London Greenpeace. Members of 
London Greenpeace had been pass¬ 
ing out leaflets in front of a 
McDonald's restaurant, gaining 
public support in opposition to the 
multinational fast food chain. In 
September 1990, after sending pri¬ 
vate investigators to London 
Greenpeace meetings, McDonald's 
served writs to five London 
Greenpeace members alleging that 
the company had been libelled in 
the leaflet. 

"What's Wrong With 
McDonald's?", written by the group 
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in the mid-1980s, is a 6-page 
"factsheet" drawing together nu¬ 
merous criticisms of McDonald's 
made by organizations throughout 
the world. None of the five persons 
issued with writs actually wrote the 
factsheet. Still, three of the activists 
apologized to the company, 
prompted by, among other reasons, 
the threat of a large monetary pen¬ 
alty if the judgement was made 
against them. But the other two 
campaigners, Helen Steel and Dave 
Morris, rejected the burger chain's 
demand that they apologize and 
cease distribution of the leaflets. 

Although Helen and Dave, 
known as the "McLibel Two," were 
unemployed and nearly broke, they 
decided not to let the £20,000,000,000 
fast food company take away their 
free speech, and cover up its crimes, 
without a fight. Too many others 
had previously buckled under and 
made public apologies rather than 
face McDonald's in court — among 
them the British Broadcasting Cor¬ 
poration, The Guardian, Prince 
Philip's World Wildlife Fund, The 
Scottish Trade Union Congress, The 
Vegetarian Society and other smaller 
activist groups. Books have been 
pulped, a film has been banned, and 
organizations have gone bankrupt 
through McDonald's use of the le¬ 
gal system. 

Sixteen points in the factsheet are 
alleged by the writs to be libelous, 
and thus in dispute at the trial. They 
include: (1) the connection between 
multinational companies like 
McDonald's, cash crops, and star¬ 
vation in the Third World; (2) the 
responsibility of corporations such 
as McDonald's for damage to the 
environment, including destruction 
of rainforests; (3) the wasteful and 
harmful effects of the mountains of 
packaging used by McDonald's and 
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other companies; (4) McDonald's 
promotion and sale of food with a 
low fiber, high fat, high saturated 
fat, high sodium and high sugar 
content, which links this food with 
major degenerative diseases in west¬ 
ern society, including heart disease 
and cancer; (5) McDonald's exploi¬ 
tation of children through its use of 
advertising and gimmicks to sell 
unhealthy products; (6) the cruel 
way in which animals are reared 
and slaughtered to supply products 
for McDonald's; (7) the poor condi¬ 
tions under which workers in the 
food services industry are forced to 
work, and the low wages paid by

McDonald's is going to court to 
prove that the contents of the 
leaflet are untrue and to stop its 
publication. This action is not 
about freedom of speech; it is 
about the right to stop people 
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McDonald's; and (8) McDonald's 
hostility towards trade unions. 

Countersuit 

Helen & Dave lodged a counter¬ 
claim against the fast food giant for 
libel in May 1994. Prior to the 
"McLibel" case, McDonald's had 
issued press releases and leaflets 
(see box), which were available in 
the company's stores throughout the 
U.K., claiming that their critics, in¬ 
cluding the defendants, were delib¬ 
erately circulating lies about the 
company. The counterclaim, which 
will run concurrently with 
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U.S. Board of Directors to London to 
meet with the defendants to seek 
ways of ending the case. 
McDonald's is clearly very worried 
about the way the case is going and 
the bad publicity it is receiving. 
Helen and Dave made their precon- 
ditions for settling clear: 
McDonald's must agree not to sue 
anyone for making similar criticisms 
again; apologize to those they have 
sued in the past; and pay a substan¬ 
tial sum to a third party in lieu of the 
defendants' costs. To date, 
McDonald's has not expressed any 
interest in taking the two up on their 
offer. McDonald's seems to be con¬ 


And while McDonald's has attempted to 
portray the two defendants as having radical- 
fringe anarchistic views, virtually every 
allegation made in the anti-McDonald's 
pamphlet has been backed by numerous 
authoritative, mainstream organizations and 
governmental agencies... 


McDonald's claim, means the bur¬ 
den of proof is evened up, and it 
should now be up to McDonald's to 
prove its assertion that the factsheet 
"What's Wrong with McDonald's?", 
produced by London Greenpeace, 
is untrue. At the end of the case the 
Judge will make a ruling on each 
issue separately. 

Helen and Dave say that their 
persistence in dealing with 
McDonald's should be an example 
to other corporations not to follow 
in McDonald's footsteps. And for 
their acts of integrity and bravery, 
the McLibel Two were nominated a 
"Role of Honour" by readers of 
Britain's newspaper. The Guardian. 

McDonald's to Pull Out? 

At the time of the first anniver¬ 
sary of the trial, it was widely re¬ 
ported that McDonald's had initi¬ 
ated secret settlement negotiations 
with the McLibel Two. The com¬ 
pany twice flew members of their

Testimony in the case resumed in 
September 1995, after being recessed 
for the summer.

unnecessary and cruel deaths of bil- 
hdns of ahimals; and notes thatthe 
fepmplhyjhls .misled the public or 
lied about their use of ex-rainforest 
land beef, chemicals in their food, 
lack of recycling of packaging and 
poor nutritional quality of their 
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been peppered with contradictions, 
implausible denials, reluctant 
though unavoidable admissions of 
fact, occasional stark glimpses at the 
amoral, profit-driven single- 
mindedness of corporate culture, 
and many opinions that were sim¬ 
ply too hard to believe. Witnesses 
for McDonald's, while clearly mak¬ 
ing efforts to avoid doing so, were 
forced to concur; with conclusions 
and statements: found in the "libel¬ 
ous" and "defamatory" pamphlet. 
Numerous internal company 
memos lent credibility to defense 
claims that die company was aware 
of many criticisms, which it at¬ 
tempted fo; ftdunt/1 "deflect," and 
"neutralize" with ad campaigns and 
policy revisions!!!; 

Uphill Battle 

The British legal system does not 
guarantee defendants in libel suits 
representation by a "Legal Aid" 
public ^defender. Therefore, the 
Mclibel Two have been forced to 
conduct their ovim defense against 
the McDppald's team of top libel 
lawyers. This involves not just 
speaking in court, but administer¬ 
ing the 30,000 to 40,000 pages of 
documentation that is involved.

This 'no-jury' ruling 
led the legal correspondent of a 
major British newspaper to remark, 
"I cannot think of a case in which the 
legal cards have been so spectacu¬ 
larly stacked against one party." 

The court system is filled with 
intricate procedures, and neither 
defendant had any background in 
law. They had to learn fast. While 
U.S. law maintains that the com¬ 
plainant in libel suits must prove 
willful defamation on the part of the 
defendant, under British libel law 
the burden of proof is entirely on

the defendant. Although it would 
be quite straightforward to produce 
books and videos which supported 
the factsheet, in Britain the defen¬ 
dant has to prove every point from 
"primary sources" (i.e., official docu- 
: ments and direct witnesses). Books! 
Bm$, press reports, etc., are not 
lowed as evidence. Only evidence 
from the authors, producers, wit¬ 
nesses, etc*, would be acceptable* 

Before the trial began, 
McDonald's did its utmost to avoid 
legal obligations to disclose relevant 
company documents and answer 
the defendants' questions. This has 
been a continuing controversy dur¬ 
ing the trial, with McDonald's sud¬ 
denly producing new documents 
halfway through their witnesses' 
testimony. 

Going forward with the defense 
has only beenpossible with the prac¬ 
tical aid of many supporters, finan¬ 
cial aid from the public, and be¬ 
cause of Dave and Helen's determi¬ 
nation. McDonaid'$isspending£1.5 
million to win the case. Paul and 
Linda McCartney and other indi¬ 
viduals and organisations have do¬ 
nated funds to help pay court costs 
for Dave and Helen. The McLibel 
Support Campaign has been set up 
in the U.S. to raise consciousness 
and support for the two, and to aid 
in raising funds for the trial, which 
include funds to pay the travel costs 
of their witnesses (many from 
abroad), as well as administration 
costs. 

McDonald's had promised to pro¬ 
vide photocopies of their paid-for 
transcripts to the defendants and 
the Judge throughout the trial. But 
following the worldwide publicity 
of the trial's first anniversary, the 
fast food giant changed its mind 
and began withholding the defen¬ 
dants' transcript copies. Without 
this service, the defendants will now 
have to pay the full commercial cost 
—over 350 pounds per day—to the 
transcript company. During legal 
arguments, the Judge stated he also 
would forego his copy as he would 
feel 'uncomfortable' having any fa¬ 
cility which was unavailable to the 
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defendants. The McLibel Support 
Campaign is calling for public do¬ 
nations to raise up to 35,000 pounds 
tp pay for the remaining daily trial 
transcripts.

McDonald's ability to swamp the 
U.K. with advertising and propa¬ 
ganda during and after t he trial.

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Boycott Reports 

Shell Shocked in Europe 
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The 10-day Boycott That Rocked the World

"The disposal of Brent Spar is 
consistent with the United 
Kingdom's international commit¬ 
ments," Tony Newton, the leader of 
the House of Commons, told parlia¬ 
ment. It was also "the best practi¬ 
cable environmental option." 

He spoke as Prime Minister John 
Major headed for Halifax, where 
German Chancellor Helmut Kohl 
and Finance Minister Theo Waigel 
have said they will raise the conten¬ 
tious issue. 

Britain is struggling to find allies 
in a dispute that has done little to 
help Shell's image. And Kohl said: 
"If I were a company I would not do 
anything which would 
hurt my business." 


This is how Reuters re- 
ported the British 
government's defense of 
its decision to permit 
Royal Dutch/Shell (Shell) 
to scuttle its offshore oil 
storage rig, the Brent 
Spar, off the North coast 
of Scotland in the deep 
waters of the North At¬ 
lantic. 

The controversy over 
the scuttling erupted this past June 
when Greenpeace Germany chal¬ 
lenged the environmental responsi¬ 
bility of Shell's plan. Shell argued 
that a sea burial is the best way to get 
rid of the disused rig, which con¬ 
tains toxic and radioactive sub¬ 
stances, but environmentalists ex¬ 
pressed concern about the pollution 
and said it could set a dangerous 
precedent for other oil platforms in 
the North Sea. While Shell UK de¬ 
fended its plans to bury the Brent 


Spar at sea. Shell's German unit com¬ 
plained that a boycott directed at 
them is unfair as it cannot affect the 
actions of its British sister company. 

And while Greenpeace contin¬ 
ued to use direct action to slow the 
sinking, and challenged the safety 
of the sinking in protests through¬ 
out Europe, Shell continued to de¬ 
fend itself. "The deepwater dis¬ 
posal plan for the Brent Spar, which 
Shell UK recommended after three 
years of painstaking analysis, and 
which the government has autho¬ 
rized, complies fully with estab¬ 
lished international regulatory prin¬ 
ciples," Shell said. 

But the pleas of Shell's public 
relations machine fell on deaf ears 
across Europe, and one of the larg¬ 


est and most economically devas¬ 
tating boycotts in modern history 
erupted out of Germany and spread 
rapidly throughout the continent. If 
anyone doubted the power of the 
boycott before June 11,1995, no one 
did after June 20,1995. The boycott 
of Shell was, without question, one 
for the record books, and the people 
of Europe taught one of the largest 
companies on Earth a ten-day les¬ 
son in the economic theory of sup¬ 
ply and demand that may have 


changed the battlefields of the activ¬ 
ist community forever. 

What follows is a blow-by-blow 
account of the ten-day boycott that 
Royal Dutch/Shell, and multina¬ 
tional corporations worldwide, will 
not soon forget: 

On Sunday, June 11, Shell began 
towing its obsolete oil rig, the Brent 
Spar, out to its deep sea grave site. 
By Tuesday, June 13, Reuter World¬ 
wide had reported the first sales 
impact on Shell. "Sales at Shell petrol 
stations in Germany have been hit 
after calls from environmentalists 
to boycott the firm over its plans to 
dump a disused oil rig in the Atlan¬ 
tic, company spokesman Thomas 
Mueller said on Tuesday. 'Deutsche 
Shell AG has suffered some sales 
losses, but this does not 
mean our market posi¬ 
tion has gotten worse/ 
Mueller said," reported 
Reuters. 

On Friday, June 16, 
Shell UK said that it 
would pursue the hotly 
contested plan to dump 
the polluted oil rig at 
sea. The British gov¬ 
ernment also said it 
would continue to sup¬ 
port the plan, despite 
the stern opposition 
Prime Minister John 
Major has faced from German Chan¬ 
cellor Helmut Kohl over the issue. 
"We have no plans to change the 
policy," said a Trade Department 
spokeswoman. "We have selected 
the best option." 

Meanwhile, Greenpeace, which 
continued to trail the platform by 
boat to monitor its progress and 
stage last-ditch protests on the high 
seas, landed two protestors by heli¬ 
copter on the rig. "Two of our people 
are on the Brent Spar. They are fully 
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equipped and have enough to last 
for a few days," Marius Frederikse 
said at the group's international 
headquarters in Amsterdam. 
Frederikse said the helicopter had 
to fly through a curtain of water 
fired from cannons aboard a flotilla 
of boats escorting the platform. 

The attack by the Shell boats on 
the Greenpeace helicopter made for 
some of the most dramatic pictures 
during the dispute, and resulted in 
the single largest media attention 
focused on the dispute internation¬ 
ally as the video footage was wired 
around the world. It conjured up 
images of the Greenpeace of old, 
which would go to battle with whal¬ 
ing vessels and seal hunters, armed 
only with their bodies and their 
video cameras. 

On Saturday, June 17, as the Brent 
Spar platform made its slow way 
towards its planned dumping 
ground in deep water off the 
Hebrides Islands in Scotland, van¬ 
dals in Germany firebombed two 
Shell petrol stations and hurled fire¬ 
works and bottles at a third. The 
attackers threw petrol bombs into 
one filling station's sales room, 
which was destroyed in the ensuing 
blaze, and spray-painted the words 
"don't sink the oil platform" on the 
wall. And a poll by RTL television 
showed that two out of three Ger¬ 
mans were boycotting Shell, 
prompting the company to consider 
financial relief for hard-hit petrol 
stations. In Britain, Greenpeace ac¬ 
tivists demonstrated at 100 filling 
stations, urging motorists to boy¬ 
cott Shell fuel. 

Shell admitted it had started feel¬ 
ing the pinch. "We are thinking of 
compensating our leaseholders," 
German Shell chief Peter Duncan 
told Der Spiegel magazine. He said 
business was down more than 20 
percent at most stations and by more 
than half at some. 

Shell UK appealed to its custom¬ 
ers, offering in a statement to ex¬ 
plain the situation to any customer 
who contacted them. The company 
also postponed a planned high-pro¬ 
file environmental campaign launch 
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scheduled for the next week, saying 
in a letter to invited guests that it 
had "very reluctantly" decided to 
delay the event because of the "in¬ 
creasingly emotional debate." But 
Shell UK chairman Chris Faye in¬ 
sisted sea-dumping was the best 
way of disposing of the rig. 

Also on June 17, Swedish Envi¬ 
ronment Minister Anna Lindh 
joined Danish and German protests 
against Shell's plan to dump the 
disused oil rig in the Atlantic. Swed¬ 
ish news agency TT quoted a letter 
from Lindh to Shell's Swedish sub¬ 
sidiary saying the plan to scuttle the 
rig was "irresponsible and unac¬ 
ceptable. The sea must not be used 
as a rubbish dump." 


By Monday, June 19, Greenpeace 
had organized Shell boycotts or anti- 
Shell goods campaigns in Britain, 
Germany, the Netherlands, Switzer¬ 
land, Denmark, Luxembourg, Swe¬ 
den and Belgium. 

On Tuesday, June 20, the Swed¬ 
ish Environment Minister slammed 
the British/Dutch oil company for 
planning to sink the disused oil rig 
Brent Spar in the North Sea. "As a 
minister I can't tell people to boy¬ 
cott Shell, but if I had a car I wouldn't 
fill it up at Shell, and I assume that 
my staff wouldn't do it either," 
Lindh told Swedish television. "The 
truth is that it is easier and cheaper 
to sink it at sea. But the sea belongs 
to all of us and must not be regarded 
as a dumping site." But Danish 
Environment Minister Svend Auken 
did go so far as to urge motorists to 
boycott Shell stations until the com- 
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pany changes its mind. 

And on June 20, Spanish ecolo¬ 
gists said they had urged motorists 
to join the international boycott of 
Shell. The Ecology Association in 
Defence of Nature (AEDENAT) 
asked Spaniards to stop buying 
petrol from Shell stations and to 
send letters of protest to Shell's Span¬ 
ish headquarters. 

Shell announced late on June 20 
that it had abandoned its deep wa¬ 
ter disposal plans and would ask 
the UK authorities for a license to 
dispose of the Brent Spar onshore. 
The company noted the "strong ob¬ 
jections" voiced by other govern¬ 
ments. 

"This is a victory not only for the 


environment and Greenpeace, but 
for the tens of thousands of people 
who protested across Europe and 
well beyond to bring about this 
change," said Greenpeace's Paul 
Horsman. "There has been much 
talk about the more than 400 oil and 
gas rigs and platforms in the North 
Sea that will be coming up for dis¬ 
posal in the North Sea. The decision 
on the Brent Spar has stopped this 
dangerous precedent." "This deci¬ 
sion also shows that if a Govern¬ 
ment or a multinational company 
makes a bad environmental deci¬ 
sion, it can be reversed," Horsman 
continued. 

Shell acknowledged it was em¬ 
barrassed by its decision to give in 
to Greenpeace and the government 
ministers from Germany, Sweden, 
Denmark and elsewhere. "An em¬ 
barrassment?" asked a clearly bitter

If 
that is an embarrassment, yes I am 
embarrassed," Faye said. 

Shell's about-face over the dis¬ 
posal of Brent Spar will disenchant 
investors and the public,but it wwUl 
not dent its profits, reported Reuter's 
Tim Farrand on June 21. "It has 
made them look like a bunch of 
clowns and it's reinforced investors' 
view of an arrogant company. It's 
that general aloofness which has ir¬ 
ritated people," said Bruce Evers, 
oil analyst at Henderson 
Crosthwaite. But the fiasco over 
Brent Spar will not even scratch the 
surface of thecompany's hugeturn- 
over and profit, wrote Farrand. Last 
year, it posted turnover of $130 bil¬ 
lion, more than the gross domestic 
product of any African country. 

"Clearly they have lost this battle 
and it will be damaging for their 
profile going forward," said Philip 
Morgan of Paribas Capital Markets. 
"It's been a public relations disaster. 
They often take the attitude that 
they don't need to explain. Perhaps 1 
this will mean they have to make 
more of an effort in the future."

The boycott of German 
Shell petrol stations hit 
owners, who reported 
sales down by between 20 
and 50 percent. But analysts 
say a 20 percent fall in sales in 
Germany would represent a 19,000 
barrels-a-day decline against total 
Shell 1994 oil product sales of 5.6 
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million barrels per day. Oil analysts 
estimate in profit terms it amounted 
to a mere 19,000 pounds ($30,500) 
per day lost. 

Some analysts said plans to sink 
the Brent Spar storage 
buoy has affected the public image 
and brand name of Shell, and that 
the effects of the boycott could be 



hasbeenpdshed 
and the fact it has failed to convince 
governments of its arguments is 
worrying because it needs them to 
get approvals for future explora¬ 
tion," said one analyst. 

On Thursday, June 22, Sweden 
called for a two-year moratorium 
on the dumping of oil platforms. 
Germany and Denmark had called 
for a total ban on dumping of rigs at 
sea just the day before. "Sweden 
now demands a moratorium on the 
dumping of oil platforms," a gov¬ 
ernment statement said. The state¬ 
ment said no dumping should take 
place while work is going on within 
the Oslo and Paris Commission, 
monitoring a convention on protec¬ 
tion of the Northeast Atlantic. At 
the last conference, held in Esbjerg, 
Denmark two weeks earlier, six 
|North Sea countries agreed in prin¬ 
ciple to ban the dumping of oil plat¬ 
forms at sea, but Norway and Brit- 
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ain opposed the ban. 

Then, on Tuesday, June 27, the 
German subsidiary of Shell apolo¬ 
gized to Germans for paying more 
attention to scientists and authori¬ 
ties than to customers' wishes over 
the aborted sinking of the obsolete 
Brent Spar oil storage buoy. The 
company took out full-page adver- 
lents in several German na- 
>nal newspapers. "We are going 
to change," it told its customers. 
"We have learned that for certain 
decisions, your agreement is just as 
important as the opinion of experts 
or the approval of the authorities. 
Even though the original decision 
by Shell U.K. was in complete con- 
: formity with British law and in par¬ 
ticular with the international Paris 
and Oslo conventions on protection 
of the seas, the planned deep-sea 
disposal could not be carried out." 

The fact that a number of sea¬ 
board nations objected to the dump¬ 
ing despite originally giving their 
approval showed that "it is not 
enough for a decision to conform to 
laws and international rules," the 
company added. "Acceptance by 
society is needed too." 

Remember who gives the corpo¬ 
rations all of their power in the first 
place: You do! And you can take it 
away. Shell and the people of Eu¬ 
rope have been reminded of this 
fact. We should all take a moment 
to bask in the glory of such a 
victory over corpofatetyranny 
much like wertyould if 
; our local sports team had 
won the championship.

Nuclear Arrogance in a Global Economy 

France: You Asked For It!

Some three years ago, when 
France announced a moratorium on 
its nuclear testing program, peace 
activists around the world cel¬ 
ebrated the decision, and a long in¬ 
ternational boycott of French prod¬ 
ucts was ended. Prior to that time, I 
often found myself in the situation 
of answering the question, "Boycott 
France? Why?" Most of the time I 
found it very difficult not to answer 
with the quip, "Why not?" But I did 
my best, restricting my explanation 
to describing the absurd attitude 
behind the absurd policy of the 
French government's decision to 
continue testing nuclear bombs. I 
don't know... maybe they want to 
be ready for Argentina 
invading French 
Polynesia, in case they 
didn't learn their lesson 
in the Falklands. Never¬ 
theless, I was pleasantly 
surprised when French 
President Francois 
Mitterand ended the 
tests in 1992. I was not 
surprised when Jacques 
Chirac resumed them. 

My biased, perhaps 
bigoted, tendency to say, 

"Why not?" is like most 
bigoted stereotypes: 
based in part on fact. The 
French government has 
shown, and continues to 
show, an unparalleled 
arrogance and selfish¬ 
ness —such that the gov¬ 
ernments of the United 
Kingdom and the United 
States look respectable 
by comparison. And, 
that takes some doing! 


Leave it to France to call for re¬ 
sumed nuclear testing, for which it 
knows full well it will be boycotted, 
smack in the midst of one of the 
most dramatic boycotts in history: 
the Shell boycott. Leave it to France 
to take an action which would bring 
on the wrath of Greenpeace, the or¬ 
ganization founded to fight nuclear 
testing, at the very point in time the 
group was charging back into the 
world spotlight because of the Shell 
boycott. Leave it to France to ram, 
tear gas, board and seize the 
Greenpeace ship Rainbow Warrior, 
on the ten-year anniversary, to the 
day, of the bombing and sinking of 
the original Rainbow Warrior in 
Auckland Harbor by French Com¬ 
mandos, resulting in the death of a 
photographer onboard. Leave it to 


France to resume nuclear testing, in 
the face of moratoriums from other 
nuclear powers, during the 50th 
anniversary of the nuclear bombing 
of Japan at the end of World War II. 

Arrogance, plain and simple. An 
easy way to garner hatred from the 
rest of the world. 

The media spin on the world¬ 
wide outcry against the French de¬ 
cision is predictably biased against 
boycotts, but because the boycott 
calls are so widespread, the people 
of the world are getting the message 
anyway. The media feels it impor¬ 
tant to point out which governments 
have not called for boycotts of French 
products. HELLO PEOPLE!!! Think 
about it. When was the last time 
you recall any government calling 
for a boycott of anything? Truth is, it 
rarely happens. Butin 
this case the media is 
tracking so many gov¬ 
ernments calling for 
boycotts, that it is ac¬ 
tually reporting which 
governments have not 
called for boycotts. 
Then the media reports 
that there are also 'im¬ 
promptu' boycotts be¬ 
ing called by 'individu- 
als' which French 
economists can not 
track as easily. Pul- 
leez! Whom do they 
think calls boycotts 
most of the time? Indi¬ 
viduals. Non-govern¬ 
ment organizations. 
Governments have 
treaties against these 
things. J.Q. Public does 
not. Perhaps the main¬ 
stream media would 
be so good as to report 
just how unprec- 
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edented the world response has been 
— not only to France, but to Shell as 
well. Just look at the stuff the Reuters 
news service has reported since the 
middle of June: 

June 13 - French President Jacques 
Chirac announces that France would 
resume nuclear testing in Septem¬ 
ber. 

June 14 - Australia announced on 
Wednesday it would freeze defence 
ties with France over its decision to 
resume nuclear testing in the South 
Pacific, and Australia's largest union 
group called for a boycott of French 
goods, and a halt to Australia's ura¬ 
nium sales to France. Local govern¬ 
ment and opposition politicians also 
called for a trade boycott. "If Chirac 
wants to test his nuclear weapons 
let him test them on the Champs 
filysees," said George Campbell, 
senior vice president of the Austra¬ 
lian Council of Trade Unions. 

June 17 - Fire destroyed the 
French consul's office in the West¬ 
ern Australian city of Perth on Sat¬ 
urday. Arson squad detectives sifted 
through the remains of the build¬ 
ing, which earlier in the week had 
been splashed with red paint and 
anti-nuclear slogans. 

Peace activists said that if the fire 
was deliberate, they deplored the 
attack. On Thursday, an Australian 
comedian organized, and broadcast 
live on television, the dumping of a 
truckload of horse manure on the 
driveway of the French Embassy in 
Canberra. 

June 22 - Australia must and will 
toughen its response to resumed 
French nuclear testing. Foreign Min¬ 
ister Gareth Evans said on Thurs¬ 
day before heading into the cabinet 
room to recommend further mea¬ 
sures. July 7 - A member of New 
Zealand's opposition Labour Party 
on Friday called on the New Zealand 
Rugby Union to cancel a scheduled 
tour of France later this year in a 
protest at France's plan to resume 
nuclear testing. 

July 10 - Greenpeace's flagship 
Rainbow Warrior was rammed by a 
French warship in the South Pacific 
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before it was boarded by comman¬ 
dos on Monday, the environmental 
protest group said. New Zealand's 
Maritime Safety Authority said it 
had received a mayday message 
from Rainbow Warrior saying it was 
being rammed. "The first message 
that we got... was: 'ZML, ZML Rain¬ 
bow Warrior, Rainbow Warrior. We 
are being rammed. We are being 
rammed'," the Director of Maritime 
Safety, Russell Kilvington, told 
Reuters. "Then they called about 
eight minutes later with a less clear 
message, but it included the words 
'gas in radio room'," Kilvington said. 
"We then called them back for a 
good 30 minutes seeking to get a 


response and there was nothing." 

New Zealand said that France 
went "totally over the top" when 
commandos used tear gas to storm 
the Greenpeace ship Rainbow War¬ 
rior, ten years after its namesake 
was blown up by French secret 
agents. New Zealand and Australia 
called in the French Ambassadors 
to explain why some 150 comman¬ 
dos used the stinging gas to over¬ 
whelm a crew of 30, after the Rain¬ 
bow Warrior entered a 12-mile ex¬ 
clusion zone around Mururoa Atoll 
in the South Pacific. 

July 11 - Dutch Prime Minister 
Wim Kok has written to President 
Jacques Chirac of France expressing 
disappointment at France's decision 
to carry out a series of nuclear weap¬ 
ons tests, an official statement said 
on Tuesday. "The Netherlands re¬ 
grets the unnecessary force with 
which the French authorities put an 
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end to the demonstrations by the 
environmental organization 
Greenpeace," the statement said. 

July 14 - The Finnish Consumers' 
Association, on Friday, urged con¬ 
sumers to boycott French wines, 
cheeses and cosmetics in protest at 
France's decision to resume nuclear 
testing. 

July 19 - Norway's national team, 
apparently bowing to FIFA, backed 
down on Wednesday from using 
Saturday's friendly match with 
France to protest against the 
country's planned resumption of 
nuclear tests. Players decided that 
Nottingham Forest midfielder Lars 
Bohinen's refusal to play was 


enough to show their feelings about 
France's recent decision to resume 
tests in the Pacific. "The match will 
be sent live on French television and 
the Norwegian audience has a su¬ 
perb chance to show its (anti¬ 
nuclear) feelings with banners and 
t-shirts," a team spokesman told the 
Stavanger Aftenblad daily. 

August 2 - "Australia, New 
Zealand and Japan spoke very 
strongly against nuclear testing 
while France gave the usual expla¬ 
nation that it was necessary to carry 
out the tests," Association of South¬ 
east Asian Nations (ASEAN) secre¬ 
tary-general Ajit Singh said. U.S. 
Secretary of State Warren Christo¬ 
pher told the ASEAN-dialogue part¬ 
ners' meeting on Wednesday that 
Washington regretted the decisions 
by China and France to continue 
testing. "Today, I reiterate our call 
for a testing moratorium," he said. 


But in this case the media is tracking 
so many governments calling for 
boycotts, that it is actually reporting 
which governments have not called 
for boycotts. 
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adding that the United States was 
committed to negotiating a Com¬ 
prehensive Test Ban Treaty by 1996 
and that it would continue its test¬ 
ing moratorium until September 
next year." 

Australian Foreign Minister 
Gareth Evans said, "Australia is pro¬ 
foundly concerned that the actions 
of China and France will have ad¬ 
verse effects on international nuclear 
non-proliferation and disarmament 
efforts." New Zealand Foreign Min¬ 
ister Don McKinnon told reporters 
Britain was the only European Union 
member support¬ 
ing France's 
planned nuclear 
tests. "The rest... 

Austrians, Swedes, 

Nordics, Span¬ 
iards, have made it 
clear they oppose 
the tests. 95 per¬ 
cent of Germans 
oppose French test¬ 
ing," he said. 

August 2 - Jose 
Concepcion, the 
head of the Philip¬ 
pine panel, in a two- 
day meeting of the 
Association of 
Southeast Asian 
(ASEAN) business¬ 
men in Manila, said 
they would write letters to the 
French Chamber of Commerce and 
those of other European Union (EU) 
nations to try to stop the tests. The 
businessmen from ASEAN (which 
groups Indonesia, Brunei, Thailand, 
Singapore, Malaysia, the Philippines 
and new member Vietnam) stopped 
short of supporting a boycott of 
French goods. "It is easier for the 
big countries in...stopping business 
between their countries and France." 

August 3 - French industry has 
been bracing for weeks for a full¬ 
blown boycott by anti-nuclear pro¬ 
testers but there is little evidence to 
suggest it has spread beyond the 
countries near the test zone in the 
South Pacific. The ill will engen¬ 
dered by France's decision to re¬ 
sume nuclear tests was underscored 
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on Tuesday by Australia's move to 
exclude Dassault Aviation from bid¬ 
ding for a defense contract. But 
Australia, New Zealand and the 
other countries in that region repre¬ 
sent only a tiny percentage of French 
exports. The big threat — that the 
boycott movement would shut off 
vital markets in Germany and Japan 
— has yet to materialize. 

A spokesman for agricultural 
producers in France's Provence re¬ 
gion said his organization had can¬ 
celed a major promotional campaign 
in Germany this month because of 


risks it would flop due to opposi¬ 
tion to perceived "French nuclear 
arrogance." Analysts worry that 
individual consumers in northern 
European countries will cut back on 
purchases of French goods, but the 
impact on sales is hard to quantify. 
It will not show in companies' pub¬ 
lished sales figures until early next 
year. 

Claude Taittinger, the president 
of Champagne Taittinger, said the 
boycott was definitely bad news for 
his firm, one of the most exposed. 
"Champagne is always targeted 
because it's easily identified as a 
French product," he said. He ex¬ 
pects the group's sales in Australia, 
New Zealand and other countries in 
the South Pacific region will be hard 
hit. He estimated sales in Japan, 
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Germany and other countries with 
strong grass-roots environmental 
movements may be down between 
five and ten percent this year. 

August 6 - Some 112 environ¬ 
mental groups, left-wing parties and 
trade unions urged French people 
to use Sunday's 50th anniversary of 
the Hiroshima atom bomb to pro¬ 
test against France's decision to re¬ 
sume nuclear weapons tests. 

August 8 - Adding new vitriol to 
the war of words on the nuclear 
issue, Le Figaro editor Franz-Olivier 
Giesbert wrote in an open letter to 
Australian 
Prime Minis¬ 
ter Paul 
Keating that 
after the way 
the Austra¬ 
lians had 
treated the 
Aborigines, 
they had no 
right to in¬ 
voke ecology, 
colonialism 
and human 
rights. 
"When the 
first Euro¬ 
pean immi¬ 
grants ar¬ 
rived, there 
were 300,000 
Aborigines in Australia. By 1921, 
there were only 60,000. Guess what 
happened in between," Giesbert 
wrote. 

Meanwhile, the president of the 
French wine exporters' association 
said anti-nuclear boycotts seemed 
to be hurting French wine sales not 
just in the South Pacific but also in 
northern Europe. "Every day we 
get new reports that this retail chain 
has canceled an order or that that 
restaurant has taken French wines 
off its list," Jean-Marie Chadronnier 
told Reuters. 

August 14 - Denmark's Royal 
Theatre said Monday it had can¬ 
celed a six-day guest visit to Paris 
scheduled for September. 

August 15 - Denmark Tuesday 
canceled a week-long concert visit 
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to France by the Danish Royal Life¬ 
guard Music Corps scheduled for 
late August. 

August 22 - An ad shown at cin¬ 
emas across Britain on Tuesday 
urged consumers to boycott French 
wine and other goods, said Marci 
Lopez-Levy of the London-based 
Campaign for Nuclear Disarma¬ 
ment. The French wine exporters' 
association said earlier this month 
that wine sales appeared to have 
been affected in Canada, Japan, the 
Netherlands, northern European 
countries and Germany, which is 
the largest export market for French 
wines. 

August 24 - The Polynesian gods 
Tane (Sea) and Tangaroa (Earth) will 
be summoned to stop French nuclear 


testing in the South Pacific in a battle 
between ancient mythology and the 
nuclear age. As Greenpeace's envi¬ 
ronmental warriors prepare to clash 
with the French military off Mururoa 
atoll, the crew of a traditional 
Polynesian canoe plan a protest of a 
different nature, invoking the spir¬ 
its that rule life on the thousands of 
coral islands that dot the Pacific. 

August 31 - Riot police and anti¬ 
nuclear protesters clashed at Tahiti's 
international airport on Thursday, 
while militant unionists called for a 
general strike amid rising tensions 
ahead of France's planned resump¬ 
tion of nuclear testing in the South 
Pacific. 

September 1 - A documentary 
about the effects of nuclear tests in 
the South Pacific was screened on 
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Friday at the Venice Film Festival, 
while half a world away France pre¬ 
pared to resume testing in the same 
region. "France never used to hear 
a contradictory voice against the 
official military version...The main 
aim of this film was for once to let 
the Tahitians tell their side of the 
story," director Michel Daeron said 
after the showing. His film 
"Mururoa, le grand secret" 
(Mururoa, the big secret), is based 
largely on interviews with locals 
about past nuclear tests. "France 
maintains that they aie harmless, 
but the Tahitians bear witness to a 
completely different reality," said 
the programme notes for the film. 
Asked to comment on whether the 
film used "pathetic images" to in¬ 


fluence public opinion, Daeron re¬ 
plied: "If you think this film is pro¬ 
paganda, what about the informa¬ 
tion from the French military?" 

September 5 - Switzerland's na¬ 
tional soccer team staged a protest 
against France's nuclear test before 
a European Championship qualify¬ 
ing match against Sweden on 
Wednesday. As the team lined up 
alongside the Swedish side at the 
start of their game, the Swiss play¬ 
ers unfurled a banner reading "Stop 
it Chirac" before a packed crowd. 

September 5 - A wave of interna¬ 
tional outrage poured over France 
after it ignored world opinion and 
detonated a nuclear bomb on Tues¬ 
day under the idyllic turquoise wa¬ 
ters of the South Pacific. 

Hours after technicians hit the 
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button on Mururoa Atoll, anti¬ 
nuclear and pro-independence ac¬ 
tivists took to the streets of Papeete, 
the capital of Tahiti, condemning 
the blast. In one protest, a dozen 
Polynesians confronted armed riot 
police at the gates to the residence of 
the French High Commissioner (am¬ 
bassador), hurling over rocks the 
size of melons as seven policemen 
stood guard on the other side. "I 
want to beat him with my hand, not 
with these soldiers in front of him— 
I want him personally," protester 
Roti Make told Reuters, referring to 
French President Jacques Chirac. 

Some 30 South Korean environ¬ 
mentalists briefly occupied the 
French cultural centre in Seoul and 
urged the government to cut diplo¬ 
matic ties with Paris. French opin¬ 
ion polls show 63 percent of voters 
oppose the tests, which have dented 
Chirac's domestic popularity. Vet¬ 
eran French marine explorer and 
environmentalist Captain Jacques- 
Yves Cousteau condemned the blast. 
He then promptly resigned from 
the President's Council for the Rights 
of Future Generations. China, which 
has itself carried out two test explo¬ 
sions this year, called for a boycott 
of French products. 

September 6 - Air France said it 
had canceled one of its flights, due 
to arrive in Sydney later on Wednes¬ 
day, after Australian airport work¬ 
ers imposed a 24-hour ban on ser¬ 
vicing Air France flights in protest 
against the resumption of French 
nuclear testing. The Transport 
Workers Union ban meant that the 
flight could not be refuelled, the Air 
France spokesman said. Union offi¬ 
cials have said they would consider 
further action if France tested any 
more nuclear weapons. 

September 6 - Austrian Chancel¬ 
lor Franz Vranitzky on Wednesday 
criticized France's resumption of 
nuclear testing in the South Pacific 
and urged the French government 
to cancel its plans for more tests. 
Earlier, Austrian anti-nuclear dem¬ 
onstrators were repelled by tear gas 
as they tried to scale the walls of the 
French embassy in Vienna to pro-

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test against the testing. 

September 6 - Hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of Chileans stopped work and 
leaned on car horns on Wednesday 
to protest France's latest nuclear test 
in the South Pacific. Nearly all traf¬ 
fic stopped in Santiago, fire stations 
rang their bells, ships in Valparaiso 
port sounded their horns and thou¬ 
sands of people gathered for street 
rallies to protest the test. 

September 6 - Chile on Wednes¬ 
day scrapped a visit to France by 
Economy Minister Alvaro Garcia to 
protest France's lat¬ 
est nuclear test in 
the South Pacific. 

The action followed 
Chile's decision to 
recall its ambassa¬ 
dor to Paris after 
France's weapons 
test. At the same 
time, twelve Chil¬ 
ean congressmen 
signed a resolution 
calling on the Chil¬ 
ean navy to send a 
warship to 

Mururoa atoll to 
join a Greenpeace 
flotilla of protesters 
near the test site. 

September 6 - 
Danish environmental activists 
clambered on to the roof of the 
French Embassy in Copenhagen on 
Wednesday, and others chained 
themselves to the entrance to pro¬ 
test France's resumption of nuclear 
testing. Earlier, Danish Foreign 
Minister Niels Helveg Petersen had 
summoned the French charge 
d'affaires in Copenhagen to formally 
protest Tuesday's French test in the 
South Pacific. The five Nordic na¬ 
tions— Denmark, Finland, Iceland, 
Norway and Sweden — issued a 
joint statement regretting the French 
tests and calling for their immediate 
cessation. 

September 6 - The terminal at 
Tahiti's international airport was set 
ablaze with hundreds of passengers 
inside on Wednesday during a riot 
by protesters against France's 
nuclear test, eyewitnesses said. A

Reuters correspondent said one end 
of the terminal building was ablaze. 
French riot police had responded 
with tear gas after about 200 stone¬ 
throwing Tahitians stormed the air¬ 
port just outside the capital Papeete. 

September 6 - Greek police 
scuffled on Wednesday with 
Greenpeace anti-nuclear activists 
who were trying to scale a security 
fence at the French embassy in cen¬ 
tral Athens. The activists also spray- 
painted the black metal fence with 
dozens of yellow anti-nuclear sym¬ 


bols to protest against France's 
nuclear test on Tuesday in the South 
Pacific. 

September 6 - French President 
Jacques Chirac vowed to stand "ab¬ 
solutely firm" against opposition to 
his plans to stage up to seven more 
tests and said he would retaliate 
against any sanctions imposed on 
France, a government spokesman 
said. 

The underground blast on Tues¬ 
day, with roughly the power of the 
bomb dropped on the Japanese city 
of Hiroshima in 1945, provoked 
outrage in many countries and pro¬ 
testers clashed with police at sev¬ 
eral French embassies in Europe. 

Chile and New Zealand recalled 
their ambassadors from Paris in pro¬ 
test. The tiny South Pacific island of 
Nauru went furthest on the diplo¬ 
matic scale of protests, saying it 
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would suspend ties with France. The 
United States said it regretted the 
test and urged France to re-join a 
moratorium on testing observed by 
all other nuclear powers except 
China since the end of the Cold War. 
Russia said it deeply regretted the 
French test which "dealt a serious 
blow" to nuclear disarmament and 
non-proliferation agreements. Aus¬ 
tralia called the test an "act of con¬ 
tempt for the people of the region." 
"It is an act of stupidity," said Aus¬ 
tralian Prime Minister Paul Keating. 

New Zealand 
Prime Minister Jim 
Bolger said he was 
outraged. "It is 
time France woke 
up to the fact that 
its actions have 
caused deep con¬ 
cern and anger 
among countries in 
this part of the 
world," Bolger 
said. Dutch police 
using electric saws 
broke through bar¬ 
riers placed around 
the French em¬ 
bassy in The Hague 
by Greenpeace ac¬ 
tivists to cut off ac¬ 
cess to the building. 

France has now staged 193 
nuclear blasts since a first test over 
the Sahara in 1960. 

September 7 - Mexico's Foreign 
Secretariat condemned France's 
[test] and called on France to sus¬ 
pend all further tests, while 
Greenpeace Mexico activists hand¬ 
cuffed themselves to the French Em¬ 
bassy entrance, forcing the closure 
of the Embassy. 

September 7 - The Tahitian capi¬ 
tal Papeete, scarred by over a day of 
rioting and looting, is in crisis but is 
not in a state of emergency, the 
French High Commissioner for 
French Polynesia, Paul Ronciere, 
said on Thursday. 

September 7 - Sweden said on 
Thursday that a planned visit to 
France by Prime Minister Ingvar 
Carlsson was shelved at French re- 


September 6 - The terminal at

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quest after Swedish protests against 
the resumption of French nuclear 
testing in the South Pacific. "In fact 
it is the French who have told us that 
this isn't the proper time for 
Carlsson's planned visit to Paris. 
He agrees with that/' said Carlsson's 
press secretary Mats Eriksson. Ear¬ 
lier, Chirac's office said he would 
not be taking up an invitation to 
visit Japan soon. France was an¬ 
gered because Japanese Finance 
Minister Masayoshi Takemura took 
part in an anti-nuclear protest in 
Tahiti on September 3. The mayor 
of Hiroshima, in Paris to protest 
against the French tests, told Chirac 
in an open letter Friday that resum¬ 
ing testing was an "unforgivable 
violence" and a "betrayal of man¬ 
kind." 

September 8 - Pacific nations have 
put Britain on notice that Prime 
Minister John Major risks isolation 
at this November's Commonwealth 
summit over his refusal to condemn 
French nuclear testing in their wa¬ 
ters. Britain — one of the few world 
powers not to join the anti-Paris plat¬ 
form — has been steadfast in its 
silence, saying only that the tests are 
a French affair. Unless Major 
changed his tune, he would find 
himself "in a minority of one in a 
discussion which is bound to be 
pretty heated," Gordon Bilney, 
Australia's minister for Pacific Is¬ 
land Affairs, said on a trip to Lon¬ 
don this week. 

September 9 - Unionists banned 
the passage of French cargo through 
Australia's busiest air freight termi¬ 
nal and anti-nuclear protesters 
chained themselves to drums of ura¬ 
nium concentrate that had been due 
to be shipped to Europe. In Tokyo, 
Japanese anti-nuclear protestors 
staged their biggest demonstration 
yet against French nuclear tests, 
marching to France's embassy and 
calling for a boycott of French prod¬ 
ucts. 

France had said it would conduct 
up to eight tests in the South Pacific 
between now and May, although 
after worldwide condemnation of 
the first one Tuesday, it suggested 
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the number would be reduced to 
six. 

Nations throughout the South 
Pacific, who led the condemnation 
of the nuclear test, said Paris had 
only itself to blame for the Tahiti 
riots in which the airport terminal 
was torched and much of Papeete's 
business district damaged. French 
airlines took no chances, canceling 
flights to Tahiti until further notice 
following the rioting. 

September 20 - Britain's minority 
Liberal Democrat party, tradition¬ 
ally the country's most pro-Euro¬ 
pean, urged members on Wednes¬ 
day to boycott French products in 
protest against France's nuclear test 
programme. "We saw the power of 
a consumer boycott when (oil group) 
Shell planned to dump the Brent 
Spar (oil storage buoy) in the North 
Sea," said the party's environment 
spokesman, Matthew Taylor. "But 
if you buy British beer rather than 
French wine, make sure you write 
to the French president and tell him 
why." 

Graham Watson, a Liberal Demo¬ 
crat member of the European Par¬ 
liament, urged delegates to "gather 
up your purses, go forth and fight 
them in the supermarkets." "The 
continued refusal of John Major to 
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speak out against the tests makes 
him every bit as responsible as if he 
were cheering (French President 
Jacques) Chirac on in person," Tay¬ 
lor said. 

September 20 - Irish MEP Bernie 
Malone has called for all Irish MEPs 
to boycott European parliamentary 
sittings in protest of French 
nuclear testing in the Pacific. 

October 4 - "Unfortunately, 
France is continuing its nuclear tests 
in the south Pacific islands ignoring 
international protests," the 
Bangladesh Environment Lawyers 
Association said in a statement on 
Wednesday, after France set off a 
second nuclear bomb test. The as¬ 
sociation appealed to all people and 
governments to voice their protests 
"effectively and severely" by boy¬ 
cotting French products and can¬ 
celing contracts with French com¬ 
panies. 

The above cronology of events sur¬ 
rounding the French nuclear test, com¬ 
piled from the Reuter Worldwide News 
Service, is only a tiny sampling from 
one news service on the topic since June. 
So the next time you ask me, "Why 
boycott France ?" don't be surprised 
when I respond, "Why not?!"

pany. Heileman produces and 
markets Crazy Horse Malt Li¬ 
quor and AriZona Iced Tea for 
Ferolito and Vultaggio of Brook¬ 
lyn, New York. The use of the 
name Crazy Horse for beer has 
enraged Native Americans. 
Crazy Horse is considered 
to have been one of their 
greatest heroes, while 
alcohol is thought to 
be a tragic enemy. 

Procter & Gamble 
(P&G), which is the 
target of an ongo¬ 
ing boycott by In 
Defense of Animals 
for the company's 
continued use of ani¬ 
mal testing, has also 
been a target of a knee- 
jerk boycott campaign 
based on the company's 
corporate logo. A rumor 
has been spreading that the 
logo is satanic. The company 
insists it is not. P&G says the 
logo, which originated in 1851, is 
a representation of thirteen stars 
andthe"man-in-the-moon". The 
thirteen stars were to represent 


the original thirteen British colo¬ 
nies in what now is the United 
States, and the moon was a popu¬ 
lar image of the time. According 
to the company, logos were very 
important for product recogni¬ 
tion and reliability in a time when 
many people did not read. 


In 1991, P&G won a $75,000 
judgement in U.S. District Court 
against a local Amway distribu¬ 
tor for spreading the rumors 


about the logo being satanic. Still, 
the rumors persist. And a new 
rumor that the P&G president 
appeared on the Phil Donahue 
television show and admitted the 
satanic nature of the logo has 
been denied by both Donahue 
and P&G. Furthermore, numer¬ 
ous Christian leaders, including 
Billy Graham and Jerry Falwell, 
have written letters rejecting 
the rumors and clarifying 
that the P&G logo is not 
satanic. Please under¬ 
stand, just as it is inap¬ 
propriate to boycott 
Snapple for support¬ 
ing Operation Res¬ 
cue, because it does 
not, it is just as inap¬ 
propriate to boycott 
P&G over false ru¬ 
mors about its logo. 
If you must boycott 
P&G, do it for legiti¬ 
mate reasons, like ani- 
mal testing. 

^ The Silicon Valley 
Clinton*Gore Democratic 
Club, which is maintaining a 
boycott of all sponsors of Rush 
Limbaugh, has announced that 
Kinkos Copies has satisfied 
them that it has stopped its spon¬ 
sorship. Kinkos joins Snapple, 
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which ended its Rush sponsor¬ 
ship at the end of 1994. Thus, all 
of you chomping at the bit to 
boycott Kinkos and Snapple over 
Rush sponsorship can relax! 

"Unilever has decided to take 
an 'in your face' attitude and 
continue sponsoring TV sleaze," 
reports the American Family As¬ 
sociation. "Unilever chose to 
respond to consumers' concerns 
about their sponsorship of TV 
sleaze by sponsoring more of it," 
said AFA president Donald E. 
Wildmon. Consequently, the or¬ 
ganization has 
added the house¬ 
hold products and 
soap manufac¬ 
turer to its boycott 
list, and subse¬ 
quently to BQ's list 
as well. 

A Calvin Klein 
ad campaign 
launched this past 
August resulted in 
a massive outcry of 
protest, with the American Fam¬ 
ily Association leading the 
charge with a boycott call. And 
while Calvin Klein ultimately 
canceled its ad campaign which 
featured scantily clad young 
people, "advertising experts, not¬ 
ing that the controversy had en¬ 
gendered millions of dollars 
worth of free publicity, declared 
Klein a big winner and predicted 
the jeans would become hot items 
now that they were so talked 
about," reported Reuters. 

Meanwhile, the Federal Bu¬ 
reau of Investigation is in the 
preliminary stage of a probe to 
determine whether jeans ads fea¬ 
turing provocatively posed and 
semi-clothed young people in¬ 
volved the sexual exploitation of 
minors. "The first step in the FBI 
investigation is to determine 
whether any of the models, some 
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of whom are showing their un¬ 
derwear in the poses, are younger 
than 18," Reuters quoted a Jus¬ 
tice Department spokesperson. 
"If any of them are, the question 
would then be whether any of 
the ads fits the definition of child 
pornography." 

Despite the increasingly ris¬ 
que nature of fashion advertis¬ 
ing — going back to 1980 when 
Calvin Klein used 15-year-old 
Brooke Shields to state that noth¬ 
ing came between her and her 
Calvin's—an accusation of child 


pornography has never before 
been raised against a mainstream 
advertiser, said Daniel Jaffe, ex¬ 
ecutive vice president of the As¬ 
sociation of National Advertis¬ 
ers in Washington, D.C. "It is 
very reasonable for the govern¬ 
ment to take a look," at the cam¬ 
paign, Jaffe said. But the concern 
of the advertising industry is that 
the government "not use por¬ 
nography laws to suppress ad¬ 
vertising that some people find 
to be tasteless." 

Labor 

The Hotel Employees & Res¬ 
taurant Employees International 
Union (HERE) has called for a 
boycott of the Santa Fe Hotel & 
Casino in Las Vegas, Nevada. 
HERE charges that the resort 
continues to fight its employees 
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being organized by the union. 
"Santa Fe workers came to us 
looking for representation," says 
the union. "They wanted com¬ 
parable wages, benefit packages, 
job security, protection against 
discrimination in the workplace, 
etc., to that of workers at the 
Sahara and Hacienda, which 
were also owned by Sahara Gam¬ 
ing and both of which had 
union." 75% of the workers 
signed HERE union cards in 1992, 
but the company has continued 
to fight the establishment of the 
union since then. 
The AFL-CIO La¬ 
bel Letter reports 
that "a federal 
court has agreed 
with the National 
Labor Relations 
Board and the 
Teamster Union 
that a libel suit by 
Diamond Walnut 
against the Team¬ 
sters and the Cali¬ 
fornia State Employees Assn, was 
an illegal attempt by Diamond 
to retaliate against the Teamsters 
for launching a boycott." 
Diamond's workers have been 
boycotting the company over 
wages and other labor issues for 
a few years now. The workers, 
mostly middle-aged women 
with families, have been on strike 
and have been largely replaced 
by younger, lower paid men. 

Immediately after the Summer 
1995 issue of BQ went to press, 
we were notified that the vine¬ 
yard workers at Chateau Ste. 
Michelle had voted in favor of 
representation by the United 
Farm Workers of Washington 
State in the first ever farm worker 
union election in the state's his¬ 
tory. Now the workers have the 
first farm labor union in the state. 
The election, held on June 2,1995, 
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was the direct result of a tremen¬ 
dously effective seven-year boy¬ 
cott. 

Animal Rights 

Earth 2000 is calling for a boy¬ 
cott of retail clothing giant Lemer 
New York because the store 
chain continues to sell fur- 
trimmed coats. "An estimated 
8,000+ animals are killed to make 
the fur trim needed in their win¬ 
ter jackets," reports Earth 2000. 

" Lemer New York has lost touch 
with its young audi¬ 
ence. Today's con¬ 
sumer overwhelm¬ 
ingly rejects fur and 
understands the cru¬ 
elty involved with 
the fur industry." 

The International 
Society for Animal 
Rights (ISAR) has 
asked once again that 
IAMS and Timber- 
land be dropped 
from the Ongoing 
Boycott List. ISAR 
reports that it is satisfied that 
IAMS has, once-and-for-all, 
ended its sponsorship of the 
Iditarod sled dog race after the 
1995 race, in which two more 
dogs died. Timberland, though 
still providing funds for 
P.R.I.D.E. (established to support 
"the responsible care and hu¬ 
mane treatment of dogs, particu¬ 
larly sled dogs...") is no longer a 
primary sponsor of the race, thus 
ISAR has formally ended that 
boycott as well. Alaska Airlines 
continues to provide more sig¬ 
nificant support to the race. 
Therefore, it is still being boy- * 
cotted by ISAR. 

CHARC (The Chicago Animal 
Rights Coalition) reports that the 
Shedd Aquarium in Chicago has 
added a new exhibit of impris- 
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oned wild animals to its facility. 
"It is a white alligator, languish¬ 
ing in a small cell, like all the 
other prisoners," reports 
CHARC. "Here is a word-for- 
word excerpt of a piece of Shedd 
propaganda: 'On a humid Au¬ 
gust day in 1987, a cajun fisher¬ 
man came across an unusual 
sight. Near a dome-shaped alli¬ 
gator nest, along with the usual 
black-and-yellow striped baby 
gators, were a number that were 
pure white. The fisherman 
quickly gathered up several of 


the babies. Astonished wildlife 
officials collected the rest — in¬ 
cluding 18 whites.' 

"We are not in a habit of print¬ 
ing Shedd's garbage, but every¬ 
one should have an opportunity 
to see the utterly preposterous 
nature of this aquaprison's exist¬ 
ence," CHARC continues. "These 
clowns just can't break the habit 
of kidnapping children; whether 
the victims are dolphins, whales, 
alligators, or whatever. Shedd 
admits that white alligators are 
extremely rare, so why are they 
on display?" asks CHARC. Thus, 
CHARC continues to boycott 
Shedd sponsors' United Air¬ 
lines, Sears Roebuck and Coca- 
Cola. 

No Whales In Captivity is ap¬ 
parently adding Starbuck's cof- 
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fee to its boycott of the 
Vancouver Aquarium. Because 
the company is a major donor to 
the aquarium, boycott organiz¬ 
ers charge Starbuck's with re¬ 
sponsibility for the aquarium's 
imprisoning of whales. BQ will 
likely add this boycott to the 
Ongoing List next issue, pend¬ 
ing receipt of further informa¬ 
tion from organizers. 

Environment 

Friends of Beaver sprite, which 
has maintained a 
boycott against 
Mellon Bank for 
years because of the 
bank's mismanage¬ 
ment of the trust 
overseeing a wild¬ 
life sanctuary in 
Upstate New York, 
reports that Mellon 
has recently picked 
up the credit card 
account for the 
American Automo- 
bile Association 
(AAA) from Portland, Oregon- 
based U.S. Bancorp. Friends of 
Beaversprite is asking AAA 
members to reject Mellon Bank 
issued AAA credit cards in pro¬ 
test of the bank's continued em¬ 
ployment of hunting advocates 
to manage a wildlife sanctuary. 

Those wacky guys at the 
Alaska Game Board are at it 
again... this time proposing the 
killing of bears for their gall blad¬ 
ders to be used as an aphrodisiac 
in Asia... the killing of wolves to 
"control" their populations... and 
some 28 other proposals, reports 
the Alaska Wildlife Alliance. 
While the Alliance has yet to is¬ 
sue another Alaska boycott call, 
it does request that concerned 
individuals contact the Alaska 
government to protest before a 
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boycott is needed. For more in¬ 
formation, call the Alliance at 
(907) 258-2020. 

The Humane Society of the 
United States and Friends of Ani¬ 
mals are threatening a boycott of 
Washington State fish products 
should the state go ahead with a 
plan to kill sea lions feeding on 
an endangered steelhead trout 
run at the Ballard Locks in Se¬ 
attle. The organizations do not 
believe the sea lions should be 
made the scape goats for a fish 
run which has been depleted by 
human activities such as log¬ 
ging, development, di¬ 
version of rivers for 
drinking water, 
and over-fish¬ 
ing. 

E c o t o p i a 
Earth First! has re¬ 
newed its call for a boy¬ 
cott of all Redwood Prod¬ 
ucts, charging that the relentless 
clearcutting, practiced by the tim¬ 
ber company Maxxam, has re¬ 
sulted in a decrease in the qual¬ 
ity of redwood products in addi¬ 
tion to the decimation of the red¬ 
wood forests. "The ancient red¬ 
woods once grew slowly, per¬ 
haps achieved an inch of growth 
in diameter every ten to fifteen 
years," reports EF!'s Darryl 
Chemey. "Today, young red¬ 
woods grow in the vast clearcuts 
under unrelenting sunlight at a 
rate of an inch in diameter every 
year or two. With the growth 
rings spread so far apart, red¬ 
wood loses its ability to resist 
insects, fire and rot. The red¬ 
wood decks of today are just 
plain shabby," said Chemey. 

Food Safety 

Monsanto has become the tar¬ 
get of yet another boycott, this 
time for its product known as 
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Aspartame or NutraSweet®. 
Boycott organizers argue that 
Aspartame is linked to a wide 
spectrum of health problems, 
and that the artificial sweetener 
was never adequately tested. "In 
pregnancy, the effects of aspar¬ 
tame can be passed directly on to 
the fetus, even in very small 
doses," organizers charge. 
"Some people have suffered as¬ 
partame related disorders with 


doses as small as that carried in a 
single stick of chewing gum. This 
could mean a pilot who drinks 
diet sodas is more susceptible to 
flicker vertigo, or to flicker-in¬ 
duced epileptic activity. It also 
means that all pilots are potential 
victims of sudden memory loss, 
dizziness during instrument 
flight and gradual loss of vision." 

Bovine Growth Hormone 
(rBGH) is failing after 18 months 
on the U.S. market, says the Pure 
Food Campaign. "The latest 1995 
industry surveys find statistics 
indicate that approximately 93- 
95% of the [United States'] 
135,000 dairy farmers are refus¬ 
ing to use the drug (and that 
those still using it are only using 
it sparingly), while a full 80% of 
consumers still want it taken off 
the market or labeled — so that 
they can avoid buying it," re- 
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ports Ronnie Cummins, USA 
Coordinator for the Pure Food 
Campaign. "In spite of tremen¬ 
dous intimidation and pressure 
from industry and government 
[see Summer 1994 Boycott Quar¬ 
terly for more info on labeling 
battles], approximately 10-20% 
of the nation's fluid milk supply 
is now labeled or advertised lo¬ 
cally as rBGH-free." 

Neighborhood Rights 

Wal*Mart is planning to 
build another mega¬ 
store, this time 
where low-in- 
coming housing 
currently re¬ 
sides, reports 
Save A Neighbor¬ 
hood — Boycott 
Wal*Mart. The group says 
the proposed store would be 
located within five miles of sev¬ 
eral other previously existing 
mega-stores owned by the likes 
of Kmart, ShopCo, Fred Meyer, 
and the not-even-two-year-old 
Smith's Home Furnishings 
(built on pristine wetlands) 
which has already closed and 
filed for bankruptcy. The group 
has asked BQ to add Wal*Mart 
to its Ongoing Boycott List. 

Save A Neighborhood—Boul¬ 
der reports that plans for a 
Safeway mega-store in the city 
are on hold for the time being, 
probably until after City Council 
elections are held this Novem¬ 
ber. The organization continues 
to boycott Safeway in hopes of 
stopping the construction of the 
store in a lower-income neigh¬ 
borhood in Boulder, and it is even 
running its own candidate in the 
City Council race. 

Key Bank appears headed for 
a boycott showdown in Seattle, 
where the bank is attaching its 
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name to virtually everything. At 
the heart of the current dispute is 
a set of enormous neon logo signs 
being placed atop the newly 
renovated Seattle Center Coli¬ 
seum, which was renamed the 
Key Arena in an April 1995 agree¬ 
ment with the City of Seattle. 
Neighbors of the building, which 
is located in a largely residential 
neighborhood and is a promi¬ 
nent fixture in the city's northern 
skyline, argue that the neon signs 
will destroy their view of the 
skyline and the character of the 
building itself. 

The agreement provides for 
the name and logo of Key Bank 
on the building in exchange for 
Key Bank investing up to $1 mil¬ 
lion per year over the next fifteen 
years. But while this part of the 
agreement, which portrays Key 
Bank as a major contributor to 
the sports complex, is what has 
been largely publicized in the 
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Seattle media, the agreement pro¬ 
vides Key Bank with much more 
than a name and a sign for its 
investment. It provides for City 
employee parking attendants 
wearing Key Bank logos and 
putting Key Bank flyers on car 
windshields while being paid by 
the City. It provides for a luxury 
box suite, worth tens of thou¬ 
sands of dollars annually. It pro¬ 
vides for thousands of free men¬ 
tions of the Key Bank name dur¬ 
ing broadcast events from the 
building during the year. It pro¬ 
vides for full banking services in 
the Arena and signs with the 
Key Bank logo all over the City's 
Seattle Center directing people 
to the building. It even provides 
for a Zamboni ice-resurfacing 
machine for hockey games with 
the Key Bank logo. 

Of course, Seattle has been 
quite the center for sports facili¬ 
ties debates, with a stadium fund¬ 
ing plan for 
the Seattle 
Mariners 
baseball 
club being 
voted 
down by 
local voters 
in Septem¬ 
ber, only to 
be resur¬ 
rected by 
playoff- 
happy poli¬ 
ticians in 
October. 
BQ will fol¬ 
low up on 
the sta¬ 
dium fol¬ 
lies in Se¬ 
attle next 
issue.

the defense. Arnold Howard said 
under oath that, immediately after 
the shooting, he was held in police 
custody for 72 hours because, he 
was told, his driver's license was 
found in Faulkner's hand. 

While at the police station, 
Howard saw in custody a Kenneth 
Freeman — to whom he had loaned 
his license. Freeman told Howard 
that he had been at the scene and 
that Mumia had not shot the officer. 
Both men were photographed and 
put in a police lineup. Arnold's 
hands were tested for powder bums. 
Despite prosecution claims that 
Mumia was always the prime sus¬ 
pect, police reports have no record 
of this basic test ever having been 
conducted on Mumia, and Mumia's 
requests to be put into a police lineup 
were refused. 

The defense was never informed 
of any of the occurrences Howard 
described. Yet his testimony re¬ 
veals that even back in 1981, the 
police had working knowledge that 
a person other than Mumia and his 
brother was present at the scene and 


fall 1995 

may well have fled before the police 
arrived. 

Mumia's brother Bill Cook, who 
also witnessed the shooting, faced 
such extreme threats and harass¬ 
ment from the police that he was 
driven into hiding. After two years 
without contact with family or 
friends. Cook came forward in Au¬ 
gust, indicating that he could testify 
to Mumia's innocence. 

The police immediately un¬ 
earthed two outstanding warrants 
for his arrest, meaning that once he 
appeared in court, he would be re¬ 
manded to police custody. Deathly 
afraid of the police, he failed to ap¬ 
pear in Sabo's court as scheduled on 
September 12th. Instead, he sent a 
message attesting to Mumia's inno¬ 
cence via attorneys. 

Should a higher court recognize 
the need to hold another evidentiary 
hearing free from the current cli¬ 
mate of police intimidation, we will 
finally hear Cook's vital testimony.

the attention given to those cases of 
FBI abuse against the right is in stark 
contrast with the lack of attention 
shown by both government and 
media to this case of FBI abuse 
against the left. These attitudes re¬ 
veal a double standard of tolerance 
among the powers-that-be in this 
country. While FBI wrongdoing in 
Ruby Ridge and Waco involves the 
use of excessive force against armed 
adversaries, the Judi Bari case is one 
of FBI targeting of a non-violent ac¬ 
tivist involved in legitimate politi¬ 
cal activities. For, despite all efforts 
to terrorize and discredit the orga¬ 
nizers, Redwood Summer went on 
as planned after the bombing in 1990. 
Three thousand people came to the 
redwood region from all over the 
country and engaged in nonviolent 
demonstrations. In an incredibly 
volatile situation. Earth First! re¬ 
sponded to hatred and violence with 
principle and non-violence. 

Still, the bombing sent the clear 
message that effective defense of 
the earth would be met with lethal 
force, and that no police agency 
would intervene to stop it. This has 
helped pave the way for the current 


political climate, in which anti- 
environmental Wise Use and Mili¬ 
tia groups have openly challenged, 
by force of arms, the Federal 
government's ability to enforce en¬ 
vironmental laws. 

And of course, the stigma at¬ 
tached to Judi, Darryl and Earth 
First! from the bombing arrest still 
prejudices the views of people far 
and wide who have not heard the 
true story. In pursuing their lawsuit 
against the FBI, Judi and Darryl seek 
exoneration from the false charges, 
as well as information to solve the 
bombing and expose the gross mis¬ 
conduct by the police. 

Such blatant violations as the Judi 
Bari bombing case must be chal¬ 
lenged, not just for the sake of indi¬ 
vidual justice, but to ensure the 
safety and rights of all progressive 
activists.
